Some  are  homeless, 
others  are  at  risk  of  drag  addiction 
or  prostitution.  It  is  even  more  of  a 

challenge  if  such  young  adults  are 
parents  themselves.” 

. She  added:  “I  know  that  family 
Hfeis  extremely  important  and  as  a 
mother  of  two  small  boys  X think 
we  nay  have  to  find  a securer  way 
of  helping  our  children  — to 
nurture  and  prepare  them  to  face 
life  as  stable  and  confident  adults." 

Last  night  Buckingham  Palace 
said  the  speech  was  written  by  the 
Princess  of  Wales  although,  Hke 
other  members  of  the  Royal  Fam- 


ily, foe  would  have  received  brief’ 
mgs  and  information  from  a 
number  of  sources,  including  Dr 
Barnardo's. 

Britain's  biggest  children's  char- 
ity is  dropping  the  “DT  from  its 
name  and  replacing  foe  old  logo 
showing  two  young  children  inside 
a protective  circle,  with  three 
children  skipping  hand-in-hand. 

The  new  approach  wflj  be  sup- 
ported through  a £200.000  national 
newspaper  advertising  campaign 
and  a drive  in  the  New  Year  to 
publicize  first-hand  details  of  the 
struggle  feeing  the  most  dis- 
advantaged children. 

Research  has  shown  that,  al- 
though Dr  Barnardo's  is  held  in 
great  esteem,  most  people  are 
ignorant  of  the  work  it  is  uow 
undertaking 

Many  people  still  believe  that 
the  charity  looks  after  orphans 


when,  in  feet,  the  growing  cumber 
of  single-parent  families  and  tire 
work  of  local  authority's  social 
services  departments  'has  eff- 
ectively ended  that  role. 

Indeed,  the  charity,  which  has  a 
£50  million  annual  budget, 
switched  its  efforts  nearly  20  years 
ago  to  looking  alter  foe  menially 
and  physically  handicapped  anrf 

children  from  the  most  deprived 
homes. 

The  Princess  of  Wales  said  that 
before  becoming  president  of  Dr 
Barnardo's  she  had,  like  many 
people,  associated  the  charity  with 
orphans,  but  now  she  knew  that  foe 
services  provided  by  it  were  much 
wider  and  appreciated  the  im- 
portance attached  to  family  life. 

“I  have  seen  this  both  in  the 
efforts  made  to  help  families 
remain  together  and  in  the  work 
undertaken  to  provide  foster 


homes  or  personal  residential  care 
for  those  young  people  unable  to 
live  with  their  own  families." 

The  decision  to  drop  “Dr"  from 
foe  charity’s  name  was  not  easy, 
according  to  Mr  Roger  Singleton, 
its  senior  director.  "In  some  ways 
we  believe  that  the  public  quite  like 
our  tradtional  image,  but  I think 
that  we  are  right  to  drop  the  ‘Dr’ 
from  out  title  because  it  reinforces 
a Victorian  identity",  he  said. 

In  the  New  Year  the  charity  will 
adopt  a more  campaigning  stance, 
speaking  out  on  some  of  the  issues 
that  affect  foe  lives  of  those  who 
use  its  services. 

“It  will  be  extremely  gutsy,  with 
foe  charily  coming  out  and  speak- 
ing forcefully  about  some  of  the 
things  we  know  about",  one  ofmeal 
said. 

Later  in  the  day.  Mr  Douglas 
Hurd,  Home  Secretary,  supported 


foe  Princess  of  Wales's  call  for  foe 
strengthening  of  foe  family. 

He  told  marriage  guidance  coun- 
sellors in  London  that  this  was  the 
best  way  to  protect  youngsters 
front  a life  of  crime,  “f  think  the 
Princess  of  Wales  is  entirely  right 
to  lay  stress  oa  this.” 

Referring  to  foe  failure  of  his 
own  first  marriage,  the  Home 
Secretary  said  he  was  under  no 
illusions  that  creating  a stable 
family  was  easy.  "It  is  a mistake  to 
imagine  that  only  foolish  or  weak 
people  had  marital  problems.  It 
isn't  easy  in  J9SS  to  sustain 
marriage  or  parenthood." 

Mr  Hurd,  addressing  the  annual 
meeting  of  Relate,  formerly  foe, 
National  Marriage  Guidance 
Council,  said  fo:  “whole  family" 
provided  foe  best  bulwark  against 
the  “social  evils  and  temptations 
afflicting  young  people".

More  than  5,000  Civil  Ser- 
vants staged  unofficial  protest 
demonstrations  yesterday  af- 
ter the  Government  made 
dear  it  will  no  longer  tolerate 
union  membership  at  foe 
Government  Communica- 
tions Headquarters  (GCHQ). 

The  walk-outs  at  London, 
Cardiff  and  Glasgow  came  as 
the  Government  confirmed  it 
had  dismissed  four  of  foe  18 
remaining  union  members  at 
the  base  at  Cheltenham, 
Gloucestershire. 

Mr  Gerald  Kaufman,  Lab- 
our’s foreign  affairs  spokes- 
man, said  the  move  was 
“unacceptable  and  totalitar- 
ian”. He  said  labour  would 
raise  the  issue  when  the 
Commons  reassembles  today. 

Mr  Kaufman  said:  “What 
underlines  the  hypocrisy  even 
more  starkly  is  that  Mrs 
Thatcher  is  to  visit  the  Polish 
trade  union  leader.  Lech 
Walesa,  in  Gdansk  next 
month  while  she  is  clamping 


down  rigorously  on  trade 
unionists  at  home”.  Mr  Terry 
Gill,  press  spokesman  at 
GCHQ,  said  the  remaining 
union  members  had  received 
letters  from  foe  Government. 

“Four  are  having  their

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with  full  redundancy  compen- 
sation and  up  to  six  months* 
pay  in  lieu  of  notice,  and  one 
other  will  be  transferred  com- 
pulsorily”, he  said. 

Six  employees,  who  had 
originally  accepted  the  new 
conditions  of  service  but  had 
then  re-joined  their  unions, 
were  facing  disciplinary 
charges  for  breach  of  con- 
ditions of  service.  Five  were 
discussing  possible  transfers, 
one  had  accepted  a transfer 
and  another  would  retire. 

The  18  have  been  holding 
out  for  nearly  five  years  after 
foe  ban  on  union  membership 
at  GCHQ  where  the  vast 
majority  of  the  workforce 
accepted  a £1,000  payment  to 
give  up  their  membership.

Labour  was  accused  of  “run- 
ning scared”  yesterday  after  it 
called  a snap  by-election  in 
Glasgow  Go  van  for  Novem- 
ber 10.  The  writ  will  be 
formally  moved  in  foe  Com- 
mons today,  allowing  a cam- 
paign of  just  three  weeks  for 
what  promises  to  be  one  of  the 
most  bitterly  fought  by-elec- 
tions in  recent  Scottish  pol- 
itical history. 

The  by-election  comes  after 


foe  appointment  of  Mr  Bruce 
Milian,  foe  sitting  Labour  MP, 
as  Britain's  second  European 
Commissioner. 

Labour's  decision  to  call  the 
by-election  in  November 
rather  than  next  spring,  as 
originally  expected,  means  Mr 
Milian  will  have  to  resign  at 
least  two  months  before  taking 
up  his  new  job  in  January. 

Labour  has  a 19,509  major- 
ity but  feces  a formidable  chal- 
lenge from  the  Scottish  Na- 
tionalist Party,  which  has  a 
high-profile  candidate  in  Mr 


Jim  Sillars,  a former  Labour 
MP.  The  central  issue  is 
certain  to  be  foe  poll  tax  and 
how  best  to  oppose  it. 

The  SNP  unequivocally 
supports  non-payment  but  the 
Scottish  Labour  party  has  split 
on  foe  issue. 

The  candidates  are  Mr  Bob 
Gillespie,  Labour;  Mr  Jim 
Sillars,  SNP;  Mr  Graeme 
Hamilton,-  Conservative;  Mr 
Bernard  Ponsonby,  Demo- 
crats; Mr  Douglas  Chalmere, 
Communist;  and  Mr  George 
Campbell,  Green  Party. 


Lppeal  Court  rules  that  deer  are  not  fair  game

Deer  are  not  on  the  Est  of  feir  game  in 
1,000  acres  of  Cannock  Chase,  Stafford- 
shire, the  Court  of  Appeal  decided 
yesterday,  and  foe  decision  may  affect 
their  status  on  other  sporting  estates 
aroimd  foe  country. 

Three  judges  unanimously  decided 
that  deer  were  not  included  In  a 1921 
deed  reserving.  Origins  to  "ah  game”  to 
Lord  Hatherton,.foe  then  landowner, 
when  he  leased  foe  land  for  999  years  to 
the  Forestry  Commission. 

In  a hotly  disputed  contest  the 
Inglewood  Investment  Company,  winch 
now  owns  Lord  Hatherton’s  sporting 
rights,  was  trying  to  extend  its  commer- 
cial sporting  activities  to  the  deer,  which 
arc  now  numerous  enough  on  foe  land  to 
be  a valuable  asset.  The  company  had  . 


sought  a declaration  that  the  Forestry 
Commission  was  not  entitled  to  kill  deer 
on  foe  estate  and  demanded  damages  for 
animals  which  bad  already  been  killed  in 

periodic  culls. 

That  was  refused  by  foe  High  Court 
last  November. 

Dismissing  foe  company’s  appeal. 
Lord  Justice  Dillon  sitting  with  Lords 
Justices  Rutkr-Stoss  and  Siaughum  said 
the.  word  “deer”  was  “conspicuous  fry  its 
absence”  in  foe  terms  of  foe  deed  which 
reserved . sporting  rights  to  Lord 
Hafoerton  over  “all  game,  woodcock, 
snipe  and  other  wild  fowl,  hares,  rabbits 
and  fish”. 

“Had  deer  been  in  the  mind  of  the 
draughtsman  he  would  have  mentioned 
it”,  the  judge  concluded. 

Lord  Justice  Dillon  said  (hat  in 


legislation  when  deer  were  meant  to  be 
included  they  were  expressly  mentioned 
and  when  they  were  not  specified  they 
were  taken  to  be  excluded. 

He  r^ected  foe  company's  argument 
that  deer  should  he  included  because 
they  were  animals  fit  for  food  and 
usually  sported  after. 

The  court  upheld  Mr  Justice 
Harman's  ruling  in  foe  High  Court  that 
in  this  particular  document  the  words 
"all  game”  were  associated  with  the 
words  that  followed  — “woodcock* 
snipe,  etc.”  — and  did  not  include  deer. 

The  company’s  lawyers  said  baler  they 
would  accept  foe  Court  of  Appeal’s 
ruling,  A Forestry  Commission  lawyer 
said  foeir  victory  meant  that  similar 
cases  in  foe  pipeline  against  them  Were* 
now  unlikely  to  succeed.

Savings  of  £5  billion  a year  could  be 
achieved  if  government  departments. 

: local  authorities  and  the  National 
Health  Service  put  more  of  their 
Operations  out  to  competitive  tender, 
the  Confederation  of  British  industry 
(CBI)  said  yesterday. 

Mr  Malcolm  McAlpine.  introduc- 
ing a repent  called  The  Competitive 
Advantage,  by  the  CBFs  public  expen- 
diture task  force,  said  the  estimate  of 
potential  savings  was  conservative. 

Savings  from  contracting  out  had  so 
far  averaged  about  20  per  cent  which, 
with  the  government  pay  bill  totalling 
about  £50  billion,  implied  maximum 
savings  of  up  to  twice  the  £5  billion 


figure,  he  said.  The  CBZ  welcomed 
recent  local  government  legislation  to 
extend  compulsory  tendering  but 
stopped  short  of  recommending  laws 
to  force  public  authorities  to  subject 
more  of  their  activities  to  competitive 
tendering. 

Among  its  specific  proposals,  the 
task  force  recommends  that  10  health 
authorities  should  be  found  each  year 
to  volunteer  to  open  up  a range  of 
services  to  competition. 

It  criticizes  the  Government  for 
proposing  to  stop  collecting  informa- 
tion on  individual  contracts  and  the 
savings  achieved.  If  competition  were 
extended  to  all  non-medical  services, 
the  additional  savmgs  could  be  worth 
more  than  £350  million,  the  CBI  says. 


Central  government  departments 
should  include  in  their  annual  expen- 
diture report  an  assessment  of  the 
extent  and  progress  of  competitive 
tendering. 

The  CBS  says  there  is  no  seed  for 
the  Driving  and  Vehicle  licensing 
Centre  and  the  Stationery  Office  to 
remain  in  the  public  sector. 

Competitive  tendering  should  also 
be  extended  beyond  the  requirements 
of  the  law  in  local  authorities.  Scope 
exists  in  professional  services,  such  as 

planning  and  design,  career  advice 
and  recruitment,  data  processing,  art 
galleries  and  museums,  security  ser- 
vices and  secretarial  support-  The 
confederation  emphasizes  the  im- 
portance of  measuring  the  quality  of 


services  provided  in-house  and  by  tbe 
private  sector.  It  says  there  15  * 
suspicion  that  quality  requirements 
are  less  rigorously  applied  when  a 
service  is  provided  in-house.

Unigate  Dairies  in  Rooks  Bridge,  Somerset,  has  admitted 
distributing  1 20,000  pints  of  contaminated  milk  to  depots  in 
Avon,  Somerset,  Wiltshire  and  Gloucestershire.  Milk  at  a 
farm  used  by  Unigate  Dairies  was  accidently  mixed  with 
cleaning  fluid,  managers  said,  then  mixed  with  stored  milk 
in  a silo  and  bottled.  Mr  David  Hicks,  the  company's  site 
manager,  said  yesterday:  “We  are  very  sorry  it  happened  and 
would  like  to  apologize.  But  there  is  absolutely  no  risk.  It 
merely  leaves  a nasty  aftertaste."  The  firm  has  offered  to 
replace  the  tainted  supplies. 


British  Coal  is  freezing  prices 
to  all  its  domestic  and  indus- 
trial customers  for  the  next 
year,  because  of  “unprece- 
dented improvements  in 
performance". 

The  announcement  comes 
at  a time  when  world  coal 
prices  are  rising  by  as  much  as 
30  per  cent. 

The  Central  Electricity 
Generating  Board,  which 
takes  75  million  tonnes  of 
British  coal  each  year  and 
produces  80  per  cent  of  its 
power  from  coal,  traditionally 
negotiates  its  annual  coal  con- 
tracts in  October.  The  price 
freeze  means  that  the  CEGB  is 
guaranteed  fixed  prices  while 
it  prepares  to  move  into  the 
private  sector. 

British  Coal,  which  is  to  be 
privatized  in  the  1990s,  will  be 
negotiating  during  the  coming 
year  to  replace  its  agreements 
with  the  CEGB  with  long-term 
supply  contracts  with  the  two 
new  generating  companies 
that  are  to  be  created. 

Mr  Malcolm  Edwards,  the 
British  Coal  commercial 
director,  announced  the  price 
freeze  at  an  international  coal 
conference  in  Rotterdam  yes- 
terday. “Everyone  benefits 
from  the  industry's  dramati- 
cally improved  efficiency",  he 
said.  “Everyone  uses  electric- 
ity and  coal  provides  80  per 


cent  of  the  fuel  used  to 
generate  it  Through  incentive 
payments,  cnineworkers  are 
assured  that  record  pay  pack- 
ets are  there  in  return  for 
record  outputs. 

“Only  predictable  coal 
prices  will  ensure  predictable 
elecricity  prices  for  millions  of 
ordinary  consumers." 

Productivity  in  UK  pits  has

Mr  Derek  Barron,  chairman 
of  Fbrd,  said  more  than  £300 
million  of  the  investment 
would  be  spent  with  British 
machine-tool  suppliers  and 
tire  construction  industry.

yesterday.  . 

Amid  tight  security  at  Lam- 
bcxb  Magistrates'  Court,  south 
London,  the  nine-member 
j ary  returned  a unanimous 
verdict  of  lawfij]  killing  on 
Nicholas  Payne,  aged  29,  of 
Erilh,  south-east  Londom.  A 
similar  verdict  was  returned 
in  a 7-2  majority  decision  on 
Michael  Flynn,  agyj  24,  of 
Caxford,  south  London. 

Members  of  the:  dead  roen*s 
families,  who  were  m comt  for 
the  week-long'  hearing, " des- 
cribed the  verdicts  later  as  a 
“fix"and  a ‘"feme”. 

It  was  disclosed  during  the 
hearing  that  Police  Constable 
Anthony  Long,  a member  of 
Scotland  Yard’s  PT17  special- 
ist  firearms  unit,  who  shot 
dead  both  robbers  and  woun- 
ded a third,  had  received 
death  threats. 

He  and  his  wife  and  child- 
ren live  in  a home  protected 
by  sophisticated  security  de- 
vices, including  a direct  alarm 
link  to  a police  station  bear  by. 
In  remarks  embargoed  until 
the  end  of  the  inquest.  Sir 
Montague  Levine,  the  coro- 
ner, called  on  the  Metropoli- 
tan Police  to  gjve  the  officer 
every  possible  protection. 

PC  Long  and  eight  other 
PT17  members  were  concea- 
led in  a rental  van  at  the  CWS 
meat  depot  at  Plumstead, 
south-east  London,  in  July 
last  yearaftera  tip-off  that  an 
armed  raid  was  planned.

A pike  weighing  44 lb  8oz,  six  ounces 
short  of  the  British  record,  was  caught 
yesterday  on  a reservoir  which  has  been 
the  exclusive  preserve  of  trout  fishermen 
for  more  than  20  years. 

Specimen  pike  hunter  Mr  Carl 
Gamut,  aged  29,  from  Somerset,  landed 
the  pike  on  the  first  day  of  a two-week 
experiment  by  the  Welsh  Water  Au- 
thority to  invite  pike  anglers  to  join  trout 
fishermen  on  the  434-acre  Uandegfedd 
reservoir  near  PontypooL,  Gwent. 

The  water  has  been  a stocked  trout- 
only  fishery  since  1966  and  phu»  for  the 
project  met  with  opposition  from  trout 


fishing  groups  who  had  jealously  guarded 
their  fishing  rights. 

Mr  Garrett's  catch  from  a boat,  on  a 
151b  breaking  strain  line  and  using  a 
herring  as  “dead bait",  was  witnessed  by 
a team  from  Angling  Tunes.  It  was 
returned  to  the  water  alive  as  all  pike 
catches  must  be  daring  the  experiment. 
The  result  has  to  be  verified  by  the 
British  Rod  Caught  Fish  Committee.

Tobacco  and  drink  blamed 
for  ‘tragic  human  waste’ 


Flat,  9ft  square,  very  cosy,  £55,000

Smoking  and  drinking  are  the 
main  causes  of  preventable 
deaths  in  Britain,  amounting 
to  a “tragic  waste  of  human 
resources”  a report  on  the 
state  of  the  public  health  says 
today. 

The  report,  by  Sir  Donald 
Acheson,  the  Government’s 
Chief  Medical  Officer,  shows 
how  the  twin  hazards  take  a 
heavy  toll  even  on  those  who 
do  not  indulge  in  either  habit 
— from  babies  affected  in  the 
womb  and  the  lung  cancer 
victims  who  breathe  in  other 
people's  smoke  to  the  victims 
of  drunken  drivers. 

Cigarettes  shorten  the  lives 
of  about  100,000  Britons  each 
year  through  heart  disease  and 
lung  cancer.  Although  smok- 
ing is  slowly  declining,  it 
remains  “the  single  most 
preventable  cause  of  pre- 
mature death  and  sickness”. 

About  40,000  such  deaths 
are  due  to  lung  cancer,  includ- 
ing several  hundred  people 
who  die  as  a result  of  “passive 
smoking”,  inhaling  other  peo- 
ple's cigarette  smoke.  Up  to  27 
per  cent  of  girls  aged  IS,  and 
1 8 per  cent  of  boys  of  the  same 
age,  are  smokers,  the  report 
says. 

Smoking  during  pregnancy 
is  associated  with  a 28  per  cem 
increase  in  perinatal  mortality 
and  a reduction  in  birthweight 
of  between  15Qg  and  250g- 
“This  implies  that  smoking  in 
pregnancy  is  one  of  the  most 
important  known  unfavour- 


able factors  affecting  the 
health  of  the  infant  in  the 
perinatal  period." 

On  alcohol,  Sir  Donald 
says:  “We  are  as  a nation 
drinking  almost  twice  as  much 
as  30  years  ago  and  this  is 
reflected  in  the  current  burden 
of  alcohol-related  illnesses, 
including  cirrhosis  of  the  liver 
and  mental  illness". 

Excessive  drinking  accounts 
for  high  blood  pressure,  a 
leading  risk  feet  or  in  heart 
disease,  in  as  many  as  375,000 
people,  about  IS  per  cent  of 


the  total. 

Alcohol  is  often  an  im- 
portant factor  in  young  stroke 
patients,  who  may  be  perma- 
nently disabled,  in  injuries 
caused  by  assaults,  and  most 
of  all,  in  fetal  road  accidents, 
the  report  says. 

About  25  per  cent  of  teenage 
drivers  killed  in  road  ac- 
cidents in  1985  had  blood- 
aicohol  levels  above  the  legal 
limit. 

"The  lost  potential  of  these 
young  people,  killed  or  perma- 
nently disabled,  represents  a. 


tragic  waste  of  human  re- 
sources, which  also  imposes  a 
heavy  burden  on  the  health 
service".  Sir  Donakl  says. 
“Alcohol  excess  is  also  a 
major  factor  in  deaths  and 
injuries  among  pedestrians." 

The  report,  reviewing  the 
state  of  public  health  in  Eng- 
land last  year,  emphasizes  the 
need  for  more  action  in  the 
prevention  of  those  and  other 
avoidable  causes  of  death.

The  recommendations  hi  the 
report  by  Lord  Justice  Bntler- 
Sloss  on  chart  abuse  in  Cleve- 
land, and  guidance  from  the 
Departments  of  Health  and 
Soda!  Services  should  lead  to 
more  reliable  diagnoses  and 
more  effective  co-operation  in- 


dealing  with  this  “sensitive 
problem". 

“The  best  interests  of  the 
children  «nd  their  families 
most  be  safeguarded  through- 
out.” 

Aids;  The  report  says  the 
Dumber  of  people  with  Aids  is 
certain  to  increase.  “Aids 
cases  are  largely  made  op  of 
people  infected  several  years 
ago  when  the  infection  first 
spread  to  the  UK  via  homo- 
sexual and  bisexual  commu- 
nities. The  evidence  of  gradual 
spread  to  other  categories  is 
dear," 

Food  poisoning:  Outbreaks 
last  year  were  the  highest  on 
record,  largely  doe  to  salmo- 
nella infections.  About  17.000 
such  cases  were  identified, 
compared  with  about  5,000  in 
the  1960s. 


Whooping  cough:  More  than 

15.000  cases,  including  five 
deaths,  were  recorded,  the 
highest  figure  for  four  years. 
The  uptake  of  whooping- 
cough  vaccine  rose  by  2 per 
cent  to  67  per  cent,  stiff 
regarded  as  unacceptably  low. 
Births:  There  were  about 

682.000  births,  excluding  still- 
births, in  England  and  Wales 
last  year,  an  increase  of  more 
than  20,000  on  1986.  First 
births  to  married  women  aged 
30  or  more  increased  by  8 per 
cent.

Schools,  pupils  and  examiners 
still  have  much  to  learn  about 
the  GCSE  according  to  the 
first  detailed  survey  of  the  new 
examination. 

However  Her  Majesty's 
Inspectors  of  Education,  the 
independent  watchdog  of  edu- 
cation in  England  and  Wales, 
did  say  the  GCSE  had  been  an 
“outstanding  success"  but 
they  have  not  given  it  the  A 
grade  for  which  Mr  Kenneth 
Baker.  Secretary  of  State  for 
Education  and  Science,  had 
hoped. 

The  inspectors  said  some 
courses  were  inadequate,  the 
new  examination  was  not 
properly  serving  either  the 
most  or  least  able,  there  were 
doubts  about  general  stan- 
dards and  there  was  concern 
that  it  was  not  providing  a 
proper  basis  for  A levels. 

The  inspectors,  led  by  Mr 
Eric  Bolton,  bead  of  HMI, 
said  urgent  action  should  be 
taken  to  improve  lessons  and 
tests  for  the  less  and  more 
able:  reduce  the  workload  on 
pupils  and  teachers,  improve 
the  planning  and  organization 
of  course  work;  improve  co- 
operation between  teachers  of 
different  subjects,  and  ensure 
that  lessons  for  younger  child- 
ren are  better  geared  to  the 
needs  of  the  GCSE  Mr  Bolton 
and  his  team  were  reluctant  to 


judge  whether  standards  had 
improved,  saying  only;  "The 
GCSE  is  of  major  importance 
in  the  drive  to  improve  the 
quality  of  secondary 
education". 

Privately,  the  inspectors  say 
the  indications  are  good,  but 
until  now  nobody  has  known 
what  it  is  that  children  have 
been  expected  to  know  when 
they  leave  school.  The  GCSE 
coupled  with  the  national 
curriculum  and  assessment 
tests  will  provide  this 
information  for  the  first  time. 

The  inspectors'  report  says: 
“The  overall  quality  of  work 
has  shown  a marked  improve- 
ment . . . the  GCSE  has 
proved  to  be  a successful 
examination  and  has  led  to 
marked  changes  in  secondary 
schools". 

However,  the  inspectors  say 
that  many  parents  and 
employers  do  not  properly 
understand  the  examination 
and  still  see  it  in  terms  of  pass 
and  failure  rather  than  a guide 
to  a pupil's  ability.  There  are 
clearly  reservations  as  to 
whether  the  GCSE  is  capable 
of  accurately  assessing  child- 
ren of  mixed  ability,  as  it  was 
intended  to  do. 

The  report  says:  “The 
performance  of  more  able 
pupils  and  those  of  average 
ability  has  generally  improved 


though  not  all  courses  have 
made  sufficient  demands  of 
‘the  more  able.  And  some 
teachers  still  doubt  whether 
the  GCSE  provides  effectively 
for  the  least  able." 

The  most  frequent  criticizm 
has  been  the  inclusion  of 
course  work,  either  that  it  has 
been  too  easy  or  has  required 
an  excessive  amount  of  work 
giving  middle  class  children 
an  unfair  advantage  with 
more  books  and  parental 
assistance  being  available. 

The  first  change  the  inspec- 
tors want  is  that  course  work  is 
treated  more  as  a normal  part 
of  classwork  rather  than  as 
special  work  just  for  the 
examination.  They  also  want 
to  see  closer  co-operation 
between  examining  boards  to 
provide  a more  standardized 
approach  to  avoid  schools 
opting  for  examination  boards 
which  they  consider  offer  the 
softer  option.  Echoing  the 
complaints  of  government 
ministers  against  the  five 
examining  boards,  the  inspec- 
tors say  that  the  errors  in 
administration,  of  incorrect 
marking,  late  notification  of 
results,  unclear  instructions, 
and  errors  in  the  questions, 
are  unacceptable. 

They  ah®  say  that  some 
syllabuses  in  the  smaller  sub- 
jects are  sub-standard  and 


should  either  be  rewritten  or 
scrapped.  Teachers  are  also 
criticized  for  entering  their 
pupils,  particularly  in  mathe- 
matics, for  papers  which  only 
offered  grades  A to  C which 
meant  some  pupils  who  could 
have  gained  a D failed  to  gain 
any  grade. 


The  GCSE  was  introduced 
among  complaints  of  lack  of 
resources  and  there  are  still 
concerns  about  suitable 
accommodation,  but  the  re- 
port says:  “These  worries  have 
largely  subsided  though  there 
are  still  marked  variations  in 
resources  between  schools.  In 
some  cases  books  and  equip- 
ment are  still  in  short  supply 
and  few  school  libraries  are 
adequately  stocked  or  used  for 
course  work.” 


As  the  first  GCSE  pupils 
enter  the  sixth  form,  the 
inspectors  are  not  prepared  to 
endorse  the  new  examination 
as  a proper  grounding  for  A 
levels,  saying:  “It  is  not  yet 
certain  whether  the  GCSE  will 
provide  a suitable  foundation 
for  more  advanced  work”.

Nobel  economics 
‘first’  for  France 

The  Nobel  Prize  for  economics  was  yesterday  awarded  for 
the  first  time  to  a Frenchman,  Professor  Maurice  Allais, 
aged  77  (Rodney  Lord,  Economics  Editor,  writes).  He  was 
cited  by  the  Royal  Swedish  Academy  “for  his  pioneering 
contributions  to  the  theory  of  markets  and  efficient 
utilization  of  resources”. 

M Allais  is  better  known  in  France,  where  he  has 
influenced  a generation  of economists,  than  he  is  outside:  He 
has  been  under  consideration  for  the  prize  for  some  time. 
Professor  Paul  Samuelson,  another  Nobel  laureate,  has  said 
that  if  M Allais  had  written  in  English  “a  generation  of 
economic  theory  would  have  taken  a different  course".  One 
of  his  students,  Gerard  Debreu,  won  the  prize  in  1983. 

The  son  of  a cheese  shop  owner,  M Allais  trained  as  an 
engineer  but  turned  to  economics  after  visiting  the  United 
States  in  the  1930s  and  seeing  the  effects  of  the  Depression. 
He  became  a professor  at  the  Ecole  National  Supeneure  des 
Mines  de  Paris  in  1944  and  was  later  appointed  director  of 
research  at  the  French  Research  Council. 

Beirut  vote  boycott 

West  Beirut  — Lebanese  Christian  MPs  boycotted  the 
election  of  a new  Speaker  of  the  House  yesterday,  effectively 
paralysing  the  legislature  for  future  political  discussion 
between  Christians  and  Muslims  (Juan  Carlos  Gumucio 
writes).  Lebanon  thus  remains  without  a president  and  with 
two  rival  administrations — one  Christian,  the  other  Muslim 
— and  no  clear  authority  in  Parliament.  Mr  Khazem  Khalil, 
who  at  88  is  the  oldest  deputy  among  the  76  surviving  MPs 
said:  “This  is  a fatal  Mow.  We  are  actually  dancing  on  the 
grave  in  which  we  have  buried  Lebanon." 

War  crimes  charge 

Para  (Reuter)  — M Maurice  Papon,  aged  79,  the  French 
budget  minister  under  President  Giscard  and  the  longest- 
serving  post-war  police  chief  of  Paris,  has  been  indicted  for 
“crimes  against  humanity"  for  his  alleged  role  in  the  deport- 
ation of  Jews  from  south-west  France  during  World  War  II. 
• MOSCOW  (Reuter)  — The  Soviet  Union  urged  Bonn  to 
try  for  war  crimes  Mr  Boleslav  Maikovskis,  aged  84.  a 
former  Latvian  police  commander  sentenced  to  death  in  ab- 
sentia in  1965.  He  fled  to  Germany  in  1986  after  the  US 
refused  to  block  his  extradition  from  New  York  to  Moscow. 

Patchy  French  strike 

Paris  — The  strike  yesterday  by  the  communist-controlled 
Confederation  Generate  du  Travail  met  only  patchy 
response,  with  disruption  more  to  the  electricity  grid  and  to 
postal  services  than-to  transport  (Susan  MacDonald  writes). 

The  CGT  had  been  determined  to  show  it  still  had  the 
power  to  go  it  alone:  Ranee's  other  trade  unions  have 
combined  forces  and  planned  their  widespread  public  sector 
strikes  for  tomorrow.  The  strike  action,  intended  as  a protest 
against  wage  restraint,  is  timed  to  coincide  with  the  start  of 
the  parliamentary  debate  on  the  1989  budget. 

Consulate  sit-in  ends 

Johannesburg — Three  black  anti-apartheid  campaigners  are 
to  end  a protest  at  the  American  Consulate  in  Johannesburg 
today.  Mr  Murphy  Morobe,  Mr  Mohammed  Valli  Moosa 
and  Mr  Vusi  Khanyile,  took  refuge  five  weeks  ago  after 
evading  guards  at  a hospital  here  (Michael  Hornsby  writes). 

A statement  issued  on  their  behalf  by  the  Congress  of 
South  African  Trade  Unions  said  they  bad  decided  to  test  a 
government  statement  that  they  would  not  be  detained  or 
victimized.  Their  decision  was  approved  by  Nelson 
Mandela  during  talks  with  his  wife  at  the  weekend.

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Stalemate  with  Iran  forces  Britain  towards  hard  choices

The  advantage  of  separation  rather 
than  divorce  in  diplomatic  rela- 
tions, a senior  British  official  said 
earlier  this  month,  was  that  it  was 
easier  to  change  your  mind. 

At  the  time  it  looked  as  if 
Britain's  decision  to  avoid  a com- 
plete  break  with  Iran  had  paid  oft 
Making  up,  16  months  after  then- 
row  over  mistreatment  of  each 
other's  diplomats,  had  proved 
relatively  painless. 

Or  so  it  seemed  when  Sir 
Geoffrey  Howe,  the  Foreign  Sec- 
retary, announced  in  New  York 
that  he  and  his  Iranian  counterpart. 
Dr  Ali  Akbar  Velayati,  had  agreed 
on  a resumption  of  full  relations. 

But  almost  three  weeks  later  the 
two  sides  are  as  far  apart  as  ever. 


Three  days  of  talks  in  Geneva 
between  senior  British  and  Iranian 
officials,  followed  by  two  meetings 
in  London,  have  been 
unsuccessful 

“We  are  no  further  forward.” 
one  official  admitted  after  the  latest 
meeting  at  the  Foreign  Office  on 
Monday.  Although  neither  side  has 
yet  said  as  much,  the  reconciliation 
appears  to  have  faffed. 

Whitehall  sources  now  say  that 
the  stalemate  cannot  be  allowed  to 
continue  much  longer.  If  full 
relations  cannot  be  restored,  the 
Government  will  have  to  consider 
some  other  move.  Four  options  are 
likely  to  be  considered: 

O To  do  nothing.  This  is  unlikely 
because  it  would  be  an  admission 
of  defeat,  leaving  Iran  at  an 
advantage. 

i To  tell  Iran  that  Britain  has 


decided  to  take  up  the  single 
diplomatic  post  in  Tehran  to  which 
it  is  entitled-  Under  the  agreement 
in  June  1987  to  freeze  relations, 
each  can  have  one  diplomat  in  the 
other’s  capital.  Iran  has  kept  a 
chaigfc  d'affaires  in  London 
continuously,  but  the  British  with- 
drew from  Tehran  because  of 
security  worries,  which  have  now 
eased  considerably. 


• To  demand  that  the  status  of 
Britain's  diplomatic  buildings  in 
the  Iranian  capital  should  be 
restored.  The  British  Embassy  was 
downgraded  ax  Britain's  behest 
after  the  Iranian  Revolution  to 
reduce  the  risk  of  attacks,  becom- 
ing the  British  Interests  Section  of 
the  Swedish  Embassy.  Iran's  con- 
sent would  be  needed  for  it  to 
become  an  embassy  again.

The  Kach  party,  which  cam- 
paigns for  the  expulsion  of  all 
Arabs  west  of  the  Jordan  river, 
will  not  be  able  to  run  in  the 
Israeli  elections  because,  foe 
Supreme  Court  ruled  here 
yesterday,  it  is  racist. 

At  foe  same  tune  foe  court 
allowed  the  Progressive  List 
for  Peace,  which  wants  to 
hand  back  the  occupied  terri- 
tories to  Arab  rule,  to  put  up 
candidates. 

Rabbi  Meir  Kahane.  the 
Kach  founder,  leader  and  sole 
member  in  foe  outgoing 
Knesset,  promised  afterwards 
foal  he  would  be  back  to  fight 
again. 

As  his  supporters  outside 
foe  court  danced  and  sang  he 
accused  foe  court  of  ruling 
that  Judaism  was  racist.  He 
said  later  that  the  judges  had 
disqualified  a party  which 
stood  for  Israel  but  had 
allowed  a party  to  stand  which 
wanted  to  break  up  foe 
country. 

The  decision.  Rabbi  Ka- 
hane said,  meant  that  his 
supporters  had  no  one  to  vote 
for  and  he  advised  them  to 
boycott  the  election.  It  seems 
likely,  however,  that  many 
will  now  support  foe  right- 
wing  or  religious  parties 
which,  unlike  Kach,  would  be 
acceptable  coalition  partners 
of  Likud  in  a future 
government. 

Some  polls  had  suggested 
that  Kach  might  win  nine  or 
10  seats,  so  if  the  bulk  of  its 
supporters  now  vote  for  foe

Labour  Party.  In  its  27-page 
ruling  foe  court  said  foal  Kach 
was  not  only  racist  but  that  it 
harmed  democracy  because  it 
called  for  the  violent  negation 
of  the  rights  of  part  of  the 
population.  The  party's 
nationalistic  and  ethnic  plat- 
form was  said  to  widen  the  gap 
in  Israeli  society. 

The  rabbi  said  at  his  news 
conference  later  foal  “if  any- 
one thinks  Zionism  and  West- 
ern democracy  are  compat- 
ible, he  is  either  a fool  or  a 
knave”. 

The  court  ruling  came  as  a 
report  drawn  up  by  an  Israeli 
lawyer  for  foe  West  Bank  Data 
Base  Project  showed  “a  horri- 
fying increase  in  foe  number 
of  civil  rights  infringements  as 
a result  of  measures  taken  by 
Israeli  authorities  in  their 
attempt  to  quell  foe  civilian 
uprising". 

The  lawyer.  Miss  Carmel 
Shalev,  drew  attention  to  foe 
high  casualty  figures  and 
claimed  that  new  measures  of 
collective  punishment,  bu- 
reaucratic harassment  and 
stringent  amendments  to  foe 
law  of  detention  were  all  being 
used. 

While  foe  report  said  of- 
ficial policy  guidelines  were 
meant  to  limit  abuses,  it 
concluded  that  there  was  a 
serious  discrepancy  between 
orders  and  practice  in  the  field 
so  that  “excesses  have  become 
an  actual  norm”. 

The  Data  Base  Project 
simultaneously  published  an 
atlas  of  foe  occupied  terri- 
tories showing  foe  dev-

Harare  regularly  denies  any 
knowledge  of  ANC  military 
activities  mounted  from  its 
borders  against  South  Africa. 
In  1980  shortly  after  indepen- 
dence, Mr  Robert  Mugabe,  foe 
President,  made  a commit- 
ment to  limit  Zimbabwe's 
support  to  diplomatic 
assistance. 

Mr  Woods’s  evidence  sug- 
gests that  ANC  guerrillas  —

Kurds  accuse  Iraq 
of  killing  civilians 
in  new  gas  attacks

Kurdish  nationalists  claimed 
yesterday  that  another  59  of 
their  countrymen  died  in  Iraqi 
chemical  attacks  last  week. 

Mr  Jala!  Tala  ban i.  leader  of 
the  Patriotic  Union  of  Kurdi- 
stan, said  that  48  people, 
mainly  civilians,  were  lulled 
on  Saturday  when  Iraqi  air- 
craft attacked  villages  in  the 
Hawia  and  Chemi-Razan  area 
in  the  province  of  Kirkuk  with 
nerve  gas. 

Another  II  people  died  in  a 
similar  attack  on  the  area  of 
Sheikh  Bizeni  on  October  II, 
Mr  Talabani  said.  He  hoped 
thar  some  of  the  severely 
injured  victims  could  be  taken 
to  Iran  for  treatment  The 
clandestine  journey  woo  Id 
take  at  least  a week. 

The  Kurdish  union  leader, 
who  is  visiting  France,  said  the 
gas  attacks  followed  clashes 
between  his  Peshmergah  guer- 
rillas and  units  of  the  Iraqi 
Army  in  which  a helicopter 
gunship  was  destroyed  and  52 
troops  were  killed. 

Iraq  persistently  rejects 
Kurdish  and  Weston  accusa- 
tions that  it  has  used  chemical 
weapons  against  its  own  Kurd- 
ish subjects.  On  Monday,  an 
official  spokesman  in  Bagh- 
dad described  as  ridiculous 
claims  made  by  a team  of 
American  doctors. 

Dr  Robert  Cook-Deegan  of 
Physicians  for  Human  Rights 


said  on  Sunday  in  Ankara  that 
be  and  his  colleagues  had 
found  “overwhelming,  phys- 
ical evidence"  among  Kurdish 
refugees  in  Turkey  that  Iraq 
had  used  a variety  of  poison- 
ous gases,  including  mustard 
gas,  against  the  Kurds.  This 
was  despite  the  fact  that  his 
team  had  been  allowed  to  visit 
only  two  refugee  camps. 

In  Loudon,  the  Director  of 
the  International  Institute  for 
Strategic  Studies,  told  a news 
conference  that  the  production 
of  chemical  weapons  could 
spread  quickly  if  the  major 
powers  did  not  act  soon  to 
impose  a global  ban. 

M Francois  Heisbonrg,  who 
presented  the  institute's  re- 
port, The  Military  Balance, 
said  Iraq's  use  of  poison  gas  in 
the  Gulf  War  had  undermined 
the  1925  Geneva  protocol 
outlawing  chemical  attacks. 

• BONN:  President  Evren  of

Patricia  Healy  and  her  husband 
Danny  remortgaged  their  home  to 
do  it  Pauline  and  Ray  Williams 
spent  their  £ 1 6,000  savings  during  a 
legal  fight  which  lasted  three  and  a 
half  years.  It  took  Leslie  and  Rose 
Hatcher  two  years  and  £5,000  to 
overcome  the  might  of  official 
indifference.  And  only  last  month 
Robert  and  Carol  Awcock  tasted 
victory  after  spending  £7.000  over 
27  months.  All  of  the  couples  had 
proved,  literally,  that  they  have  the 
courage  of  their  own  convictions. 

They  have  several  things  in 
common.  All  have  suffered  the 
tragedy  of  the  death  of  a son.  None 
of  them  was  prepared  to  accept  an 
erroneous  official  decision  not  to 
charge  the  killer.  And  each  family 
started  a private  prosecution.

Although  they  were  concluded  in 
the  latter  half  of  the  1980s,  the  cases 
which  the  Williams’s  and  the 
Hatchers  brought  were,  astonish- 
ingly, only  the  first  and  second  this , 
century  in  which  a party  refused  to 
accept  the  decision  of  the  Director 
of  Public  Prosecutions  and  success- 
fully initiated  its  own  action  for 
manslaughter. 

As  such  prosecutions  become 
more  common,  the  authorities  who 
decide  whether  a criminal  charge 
should  be  put  before  the  courts  — a 
role  for  the  last  two  years  performed 
exclusively  by  the  highly  controver- 
sial Crown  Prosecution  Service  — 
face  a crisis  of  public  confidence. 

Nor  is  that  crisis  confined  to 
those  who  have  been  suddenly  and 
cruelly  brought  face-to-face  with  the 
ponderous  process  of  the  law  for  the 
first  time.  More  policemen  believe 
that  their  safety  is  being  put  at  risk 
by  the  reluctance  of  the  CPS  to 
charge  thugs  with  personal  violence 
against  officers  when  there  is  . less 
than  an  extremely  high  chance  of 
success.  So  concerned  is  Martin 
Smith,  a lawyer  and  special  con- 
stable, from  Borehamwood. 
Hertfordshire,  that  he  recently 
volunteered  his  legal  services  free  to 
any  serving  officer  who  wants  to 
take  out  a private  prosecution. 

Smith,  aged  38,  last  week  saw  his 
own  attempt  to  bring  such  a 
prosecution  end  in  disappointment, 
however.  He  brought  his  case 
against  two  of  three  youths  who 
assaulted  him  because  be  was  not 
satisfied  when  charges  against  them 
were  reduced,  from  grievous  bodily 
harm  to  common  assault,  meaning 
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that  the  case  was  dealt  with  by 
magistrates  instead  of  being  sent  to 
a Crown  Court.  Smith's  case  was 
compulsorily  taken  out  of  bis  hands 
by  the  DPP,  who  then  did  not 
proceed  with  it  on  the  grounds  that 
the  youths,  and  an  accomplice,  had 
already  been  dealt  with. 

Why  do  bereaved  parents,  who 
know  that  nothing  they  do  can  bring 
their  son  or  daughter  bade,  embark 
on  a long,  distressing  and  expensive 
legal  trad?  "Of  course,  there  is  an 
element  of  revenge,"  Smith  says, 
"but  I don't  believe  it  adds  up  to 
more  than  50  per  cent  of  the 
motive.  It  comes  back  to  fun- 
damentals. People  think  they  live  in 
a just  society  and  if  you  do 
something  wrong  you  should  get 
punished  for  it.  A parent  who  sees 
someone  getting  away  with  it  is 
driven  on  by  a deep  sense  of 
outrage." 

The  prosecutions  brought  by  the 
Healy,  Williams,  Hatcher  and 
Awcock  families  were  diverse  in 
their  circumstances,  but  equally 
disturbing.  Mark  Healy,  from  Wood 
Green,  north  London,  and  another 
young  friend  were  killed  when  Paul 
Curran  took  them  and  two  others  in 
his  van  for  a midnight  joyride,  lost 
control  and  crashed  into  a tree. 
Curran  was  later  charged  with 
careless  driving  and  driving  with 
excess  alcohoL  But  the  Healys 


fight  for  it?" 

So  bow  does  the  recipient  of 
rough  justice  set  about  seeking 
retribution?  Martin  Smith  probably 
makes  it  sound  easier  than  it  is.  “If 
the  police  have  investigated  the 
circumstances  and  the  CPS  refuses 
to  bring  changes  you  ask  your  local 
magistrates  for  a summons  to  be 
issued  on  a specific  charge  and  give 
your  evidence:  If  the  magistrate 
accepts  that  there  is  a prima  fade 
case,  be  will  gram  the  summons." 
You  can  usually  interview  any 
police  officers  concerned,  and  sum- 
mon witnesses.  But,  Smith  warns,  it 
is  essential  to  have  the  help  of  a 
lawyer.  “Otherwise,  the  defence  will 
mate  mincemeat  of  you." 

The  Crown  Prosecution  Service, 
set  up  in  October  1986,  is  an 
independent  government  depart- 
ment, funded  by  the  Treasury, 
whose  minister  is  the  Attorney 
General  and  whose  director  is  the 
Director  of  Public  Prosecutions, 
currently  Allan  Green,  QC.  The 
widespread  belief  that  it  was  toto 
hurriedly  set  up,  is  hopelessly 
underfunded  and  that  its  perma- 
nent staff  of  prosecuting  lawyers  are 
underpaid  is  tacitly  acknowledged 
within  its  own  corridors. 

In  an  open  letter  to  the  Attorney 
General,  Green  writes  in  his  1988 
annual  report  “It  would  of  course, 
be  unrealistic  to  deny  that  we 
continue  to  free  significant  prob- 
lems. Our  worse  problem,  by  far,  is 
shortage  of  staff  — particularly 
lawyers.  At  the  beginning  of  April 
1987  we  were  529  short  of  our  total 
complement  of  1,773  lawyers;  at  the 
end  of  March  1988  we  were  still  459 
lawyers  below  complement  ... 
Mistakes  have  been  made,  usually 
in  areas  where  the  shortage  of 
lawyers  is  particularly  acute." 

“To  say  that  the  police  have 
misgivings  about  the  CPS  is  putting 
it  mildly,"  says  Mike  Bennett, 
chairman  of  the  Metropolitan 
Police  Federation.  “In  1986  there 
were  3,400  assaults  on  police  offi- 
cers, last  year  there  were  4,500.  The 
word  has  gone  round  on  the 
grapevine  that  if  you  are  facing 
arrest  you  might  as  well  have  a go 
because  you  are  likely  to  get  away 
with  it” 

: One  organization  that  has  been 
going  it  alone  for  the  last  150  years 
is  toe  RSPCA.  The  society's 
assistant  director  of  legal  services, 
Katherine  Muriel,  says:  “Our  field 
is  a highly  specialized  one,  and  we 
are  currently  getting  around  2,000 
convictions  a year." 

Although  she  says  that  the  society 
would  take  “a  very  dim  view"  if  it 
was  prevented  from  preferring  its 
own  charges,  she  stopped  dip- 
lomatically short  of  condemning  the 
CPS.  “If  we  didn't  take  on  these 
cases  ourselves  they  would  be  a 
further  burden  on  an  already  over- 
loaded service." 

Meanwhile,  the  feeling  begins  to 
take  bold  throughout  the  country 
that,  when  it  comes  to  obtaining 
justice,  if  you  want  it  done  properly 
then  do  it  yourself.  Private  prosecu- 
tions seem  all  set  to  proceed  from 
the  exceptional  to  ■ the 
commonplace.

As 
yet  we  still  have  full  strength 
Bacardi  and  Jack  Daniels,  but 
if  we  dilute  the  daiquiris  and 
the  whisky  sours  turn  too 
sweet  there  will  be  more 
trouble  to  come." 

“Pimm’s  made  the  reduc- 
tion in  strength  without  telling 
anyone,"  Munro  adds,  "and 
they  have  not  changed  the 
price,  so  it  has  not  been  good 
torus." 

At  the  Ritz  Hotel  the  head 
banender,  Bob  Burton,  says 
that  some  of  the  recipes  for 
rainbow  coloured  cocktails 
simply  do  not  work  any  more 
because  the  colours  run  into 
each  other.  “The  rainbows 
end  up  looking  like  puddles  in 
the  glass.  In  the  case  of  the 
spirits,  international  hotels 
already  had  a problem  because 
customers  from  overseas  were 
complaining  that  their  drinks 
did  not  taste  as  good  as  they 
did  back  home,  where  proof 
strengths  are  higher.  Now

But 
Munro  says:  “If  they  reduce 
the  strength  of  Bacardi  much 
further  there  will  not  be  any 
point  in  putting  a shot  in  a 
bottle  of  Coke  because  you 
would  lose  it.  Not  everyone 
wants  a non-alcoholic  cocktail 
and  if  they  do  they  can  always 
buy  fruit  juices  or  mineral 
water."  


A Harvey  Wallbanger, 
overhearing  our  conversation, 
snorts:  “The  way  they  are 
going,  a cocktail  will  soon  be  a 
couple  of  umbrellas  in  an 
empty  glass." 

While  establishments  with 
cocktail-drinking  customers 
are  incensed,  barmen  in  some 
hotels  admit  that  they  woe 
completely  ignorant  of  the 
changes.

The  star  of  the  House  of  Lords  this 
session  has  undoubtedly  been  the  39- 
year-old  Earl  of  Caithness,  who  has 
teen  promoted  twice  within  a year  to  end  up 
as  Housing  Minister  plus  Mrs  Thatcher's 
leading  “green".  He  has  pul  in  more  hours 
at  the  despatch  box  than  any  other  minister 
in  either  House  and  seen  through  five  big 
■Bills  in  spite  of  such  distractions  as  lesbian 
abseilers  and  Tory  poll  tax  rebellions.

To  the  benefit  of  Douglas  Hurd,  Caithness 
“discovered"  electronic  tagging  on  a visit  to 
ihe  US  as  Prisons  Minister  and,  when 
transported  to  the  Department  of  Environ- 
ment a Her  Lord  Whitelaw's  stroke,  battled 
yvith  a reluctant  Nicholas  Ridley  for  at  least 
some  environmental  protection  measures.

David  Trippier,  who  braves 
furious  tenants  on  housing  estates  in  Leeds 
and  London  to  explain  why  the  Govern- 
ment wants  to  whip  them  away  from  local 
councils. 

As  one  of  the  dwindling  band  of  northern 
Conservative  MPs,  the  undaunted  Trippier 
has  faced  what  an  accompanying  official 
described  as  “a  lynch  mob"  which  besieged 
the  official  party  and  rocked  his  car.  Yet  he 
did  make  a few  converts.  After  a two-hour 
session  on  the  Ocean  Estate  in  Tower 
Hamlets  this  week  he  was  asked  what  he  had 
gained  from  the  experience.  “Hopefully  the 
George  Cross,"  came  the  reply. 


Contrary  to  speculation.  Mrs  Thatcher 
is  not  prepared  to  create  new  working 
peers  next  month  to  top  up  the 
Labour  benches  which  have  lost  through 
death  or  iil-health.  a whole  batch  of  votes. 
When  the  Prune  Minister  was  asked  if  she 
would  talk  to  Lord  Clcdwyn.  leader  of  the 
Labour  peers,  about  a list,  she  replied  curtly:

MPs  return  to  work  today  full  of 
beans  after  their  summer  hols  of 
almost  three  months.

You  could  be  forgiven  for  not 
noticing,  for  the  television  cameras  have 
scorned  the  upper  House.  ITN,  who  operate 
them,  say  they  did  not  have  enough 
hardware  to  cover  both  their  Lordships  and 
the  Tories'  jaunt  in  Brighton  and,  anyway, 
their  Parliament  programme  does  not 
restart  until  today.  Peers  fear  it  bodes  ill  for 
future  coverage  once  the  cameras  are 
allowed  into  the  “other  place".

The  Government's  decision  to 
drive  out  the  last  few  remaining 
trade  unionists  from  GCHQ  has 
implications  which  go  far  be- 
yond the  barbed-wire  fences 
which  protect  the  Cheltenham 
listening  devices.  It  is  a move 
which  speaks  volumes,  both 
about  the  Government's  attitude 
to  trade  unionism  and  about  its 
lack  of  respect  for  international 
standards.  The  idea  that  mem- 
bership of  a trade  union  in  itself 
constitutes  a threat  to  national 
security  was  always  a gross  insult 
to  every  union  member  in  the 
country.  It  was  a product  of  the 
mentality  which  sees  an  “enemy 
within"  wherever  there  are  those 
who  dare  to  differ. 

The  GCHQ  trade  unionists 
are  as  loyal  to  this  country  as 
anyone.  They  sec  the  right  to 
belong  to  a free  and  independent 
union  as  a freedom  which  ti  is 
their  job  to  defend. 

And  now  that  there  is  just  a 
handful  left  can  anyone  seriously 
believe  that  their  continued 
presence  at  the  listening  station 
threatens  our  security?  The  re- 
ality is  that  it  is  the  loss  of 
morale  and  the  disruption 
caused  by  the  heavy-handed  and 
divisive  attempts  to  create  a 
union-free  zone  over  the  past 
four  years  which  have  had  an 
extremely  damaging  effect  on  the 
efficiency  of  the  work  of  GCHQ.

significance,  is  the  way  it  shows 
up  the  Government's  cavalier 
disregard  for  civilized  inter- 
national standards.  By  depriving 
GCHQ  employees  of  the  right  to 
belong  to  a trade  union  the 
Government,  in  1984,  violated 
Convention  87  of  the  inter- 
national Labour  Organization. 

The  110  is  a specialized 
agency  of  the  United  Nations.  It 
holds  a unique  place  in  that  it 
brings  together  not  only  govern- 
ments but  representatives  of 
employers  and  trade  unions.  It  is 
the  only  UN  agency  which  has 
made  detailed  and  effective  pro- 
vision for  supervising  compli- 
ance with  the  conventions  it 
adopts  on  basic  human  rights. 
The  British  government  ratified 
two  key  conventions:  87.  on  free- 
dom of  association  and  protect- 
ion of  the  right  to  organize,  and 
9S.  on  the  right  to  organize  and 
collective  bargaining. 

In  the  GCHQ  case  the  1LO  has 
called  unequivocally  on  the 
Government  to  resume  negotiat- 
ions with  the  Civil  Service 
unions  to  find  arrangements 


which  would  enable  GCHQ  to 
operate  without  disturbance  24 
hours  a day  and  enable  the 
Government  to  honour  its 
obligations  under  Convention 
87. 

Before  GCHQ  the  Govern- 
ment had  always  accepted  the 
conclusions  of  the  ILO's  two  key 
committees.  It  paid  tribute  to 
their  independence  and 
impartiality.  It  acknowledged 
that  membership  of  the  ILO 
earned  with  it  not  just  an 
obligation  to  abide  by  ratified 
conventions  but  also  to  comply 
with  ILO  procedures  and  recom- 
mendations. in  response  to  the 
rebukes  at  the  annual  Inter- 
national Labour  Conference  this 
year,  the  British  representative 
said  the  Government  main- 
tained its  esteem  for  the  ILO  and 
reaffirmed  its  complete  con- 
fidence in  the  integrity  of  the 
Committee  of  Experts,  but  said 
that  in  the  case  of  GCHQ  alone 
they  were  wrong.  Britain  only 
just  managed  to  avoid  being  put 
on  a fist  with  such  violators  of 
human  rights  as  the  Dominican 


Republic,  Pakistan  and  Iran. 

Apart  from  GCHQ,  the  ILO’s 
Committee  of  Experts  and  the 
Committee  on  Freedom  of 
Association  have  recently  con- 
cluded that  the  Government  was 
also  violating  Convention  98  by 
depriving  teachers  of  the  right  to 
negotiate  their  pay. 

In  its  approach  to  the  ILO  and 
to  the  UN  system  generally  the 
Government’s  approach  is  as 
niggardly  and  grudging  as  it  can 
be.  It  has  denounced  - deratified 
— more  conventions  than  any 
other  government  in  the  world. 

In  a Britain  where  all  too  often 
our  birthright  of  freedom  has 
been  surrendered  it  is  some 
consolation  that  the  ILO  identi- 
fies and  condemns  the  viola- 
tions. It  is  only  a shame  that  its 
role  and  standing  are  too  little 
understood  and  appreciated  in 
Britain. 

The  ILO  may  have  no  more 
divisions  than  the  Pope,  but  like 
him  it  carries  moral  authority. 
Being  in  the  dock  before  other 
governments  in  the  ILO  and 
being  convicted  there  is  not 


without  its  cost.  It  means  that 
the  British  government  will  not 
be  able  to  preach  to  other 
governments  on  human  rights 
issues  without  exposing  itself  to 
a charge  of  hypocrisy.  That -is 
regrettable  for  several  .reasons. 
First,  as  Amnesty  International 
recently  made  plain,  human 
rights  are  under  attack  almost 
everywhere,  so  any  undermining 
of  the  position  of  the  countries 
which  traditionally  defend  them 
is  to  be  lamented.  The  abandon- 
ment by  the  British  government 
of  the  high  ground  leaves  a 
serious  gap  m the  defence  of 
freedom. 

Secondly,  being  found  out  in 
breach  of  international  law 
weakens  the  fabric  of  trust  and 
confidence  between  nations  and 
the  rule  of  law  itself.  If  we  do  not 
value  the  rule  of  law  the  day  will 
come  when  we  will  not  have  it 
any  more. 

The  worst  consequences  of  the 
Government's  defiance  of  the 
ILO  is  the  weakening  of  the  DUO 
and  the  UN  itself  The  ILO  has  a 
proud  record  as  a friend  of 
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Gorbachov’s  small  beer 


Is  there  a similarity  between 
Gorbachov's  reforms  and 
those  of  Dubcek's  in  1968 
Czechoslovakia?  Leading 
Gorbachov  supporters  in- 
terviewed in  Moscow  recently 
invariably  gave  a positive  an- 
swer to  this  question.  But  to  the 
supplementary  question,  “So 
was  the  invasion  of  Czecho- 
slovakia a mistake?"  the  answer 
was  an  embarrassed:  "No,  the 
context  was  different  the  Prague 
Spring  was  premature,  and  Mi- 
los Jakes  is  now  implementing 
perestroika  anyway". 

It  is  one  of  those  contradic- 
tions on  which  Gorbachov 
seems  to  thrive:  a “great  leap 
forward"  in  the  democratization 
process  is  approved  by  the  old- 
fashioned  unanimous  vote.  The 
plan  for  the  separation  of  party 
and  state  is  accompanied  by  the 
merger  of  the  office  of  party 
leader  and  head  of  state. 

It  is  reminiscent  of  a story  told 
by  Yuri  Krotkov  in  his  novel 
Red  Monarch . A vast  country  is 
ruled  by  a ruthless  tyrant  who 
proclaims  as  the  basic  tenet  of 
the  official  ideology  that  “two 
plus  two  equals  six”.  Everybody 
accepts  the  ruler's  maths  (or 
pretends  to)  until  the  day  when 
the  tyrant  is  succeeded  by  a 
younger  and  more  enlightened 
despot  who  introduces  changes. 
He  proclaims  that  from  now  on 
“two  plus  two  makes  five" 
provoking  considerable  excite- 
ment among  intellectuals  at 
home  and  positive  echoes 
abroad. 

A talented  young  math- 
ematician, after  years  of  re- 
search, eventually  discovers 
that,  in  fact,  “two  plus  two  make 
four”.  Understandably  he  wants 
to  publish  his  discovery  until 
one  morning  two  men  in  dark 
raincoats  knock  on  his  door  and 
ask:  “What  are  you  up  lo, 
comrade?  Do  you  really  want  to 
return  to  the  lime  when  two  plus 
two  makes  six?” 

Nobody  in  Eastern  Europe,  of 
course,  wants  to  return  lo  such 
times.  They  know  from  bitter 
experience  that  the  possibility  of 
regression  is  always  there.  Who 
would  have  believed  in  1968 
that,  twenty  years  after  the 


Prague  Spring,  Czechoslovakia 
would  still  be  hibernating  in  the 
ice  age  of  “normalization"?  Who 
would  have  thought  it  possible 
then  that  Romania  would  be  run 
by  an  extravagant  disciple  of 
Alfred  Jany,  the  surrealist  play- 
wright, and  of  the  Khmer 
Rouge? 

When  confronted  with  the 
plight  of  Czechoslovakia  or 
Romania  the  Gorbachovites  in 
Moscow  tend  to  plead  non- 
interference: “You  can  slop  a 
reform  with  tanks,  but  you 
cannot  introduce  one  with 
tanks”,  says  Leonid  Yagodovski, 
deputy  head  of  the  Institute  of 
the  World  Socialist  System  in 
Moscow.  There  is,  of  course, 
some  logic  in  this  unusual  case 
for  devolution.  The  conservative 
resistance  to  reform  in  Prague, 
East  Berlin  or  Bucharest  is.  in  a 
way,  the  extension  of  the  bureau- 
cratic opposition  to  Gorbachov 
in  the  Soviet  Union  itself,  what 
the  late  Edward  Crankshaw 
described  as  the  "moral  and 


mental  squalor  of  the  middle 
rank  of  the  Soviet  officialdom." 

But  the  main  reason  for  Gor- 
bachov’s caution  lies  elsewhere. 
Because  the  regimes  in  Eastern 
Europe  are  weaker  and  the 
societies  stronger  than  in  the 
Soviet  Union,  the  risks  involved 
in  reform  at  the  periphery  are  so 
much  greater  than  at  the  centre 
of  the  empire. 

For  the  inhabitants  of 
Eastern  Europe  there  is 
not  a single  new  idea  in 
Gorbachov’s  reforms. 
All  of  this  had  been  said 
— and  said  better  - in  Prague  in 
1 968  and  in  Poland  and  Hungmy 
since  then.  The  Czech  writer 
Ludvik  Vaculik,  the  author  in 
1968  of  the  Two  Thousand 
Words  manifesto  which 
prompted  Leonid  Brezhnev  to 
send  in  2,000  tanks,  has  ex- 
pressed this  feeling  of  deja  wc 
“By  the  time  an  idea  has  been 
grasped  by  the  Russian  bureau- 
cracy, it  is  hardly  new  where  the 


rest  of  the  world  is  concerned. 
To  manufacture  quality  goods 
what  a revolutionary  and  daring 
idea!  More  than  one  candidate  to 
stand  for  election:  now  there's  a 
discovery  for  you!  Independent 
thought  too  — for  how  long  this 
time? . . . There  are  still  more 
amazing  discoveries  to  be  made: 
for  instance  the  separation  of 
legislative,  executive  and  ju- 
dicial power.  But  whatever  you 
discover,  just  leave  us  atone." 
(From  A Cup  of  Coffee  with  My 
Interrogator ; Readers  Inter- 
national). 

Compared  to  the  economic 
and  political  reforms  proposed 
in  Hungary  or  Poland  today, 
“Gorby  talk"  is  like  drinking 
small  beer.  Both  countries  have 
practised  local  varieties  of  gias- 
nost  and  perestroika  for  nearly 
twenty  years.  The  result  could  be 
described  as  “caiastroika":  an 
economic  disaster  with  unprece- 
dented hardship  inflicted  on  die 
population  and  record  levels  of 
foreign  debt  The  cultural 


Prague,  August  1968,  and 
Czechoslovakia's  attempt  at 
perestroika  is  crushed  under  the 
tracks  of  die  Soviet  tanks.  One 
problem  for  Gorbachov  today  is 
East  Earopean  expectation  of 
more  than  his  canent  reform 
programme  at  home 

“Russification"  of  Eastern 
Europe  has  foiled;  these  coun- 
tries fed  more  than  ever  that 
they  belong  to  the  West.  But 
economically  they  drift  more 
and  more  into  the  Soviet  orbit, 

and  the  economic  and  tech- 
nological gulf  - between  the  two 
Europes  is  growing. 

Paradoxically  this  is  taking 
place  while  glasnast  has  made  it 
more  evident  than  before  that 
the  Soviet  economy  is  a failure 
and  that  Moscow  can  no  longer 
be  a model  for  the  legitimacy  of 
the  empire.  Thus  the  scale  of 
economic  decay  revealed  by 
glasnast  has  confirmed  what  the 
peoples  of  Eastern  Europe  al- 
ready knew:  that  the  centre  ofthe 
empire  is  more  backward  than 
the  periphery. 

But  the  main  difference  be- 
tween the  predicament  of  peres- 
troika in  Moscow  and  at  the 
western  periphery  of  the  empire 
lies  in  the  nature  of  the  societies 
themselves.  In  Moscow,  peres- 
troika is  being  administered 
from  above  on  a reluctant, 
atomised  people:  “Where's  the 
beef  (literally),  they  shouted  at 
Gorbachov  during  his  recent 
tour  of  Siberia.  In  Eastern 
Europe  major  attempts  at  reform 
and  democratization  in  1956, 


1968,  and  1980  were  backed  by 
the  powerful  pressure  of  a soci- 
ety with  a democratic  political 
- culture,  so'  different  from  the 
Russian  political  tradition  of 
autocracy  reinforced  by  70  years 
of  communist  rule: 

Viewed  from  Warsaw  or 
Budapest  the  chances  of  Gorba- 
chov’s reforms  ultimately  de- 
pend on  the  plausibility  of  a 
transformation  of  Russian/  So- 
viet political  culture. 

Viewed  from  Moscow, 
however,  they  depend 
on  the  possibility  of 
dissociating  reform  of 
the  system  and  re- 
form of  the  empire.  From  Arme- 
nia to  the  Baltic  countries  the 
message  is  dear  enough:  glasnast 
also  brings  nationalism  to  the 
surface.  The  last  thing  Gor- 
bachov needs  is  for  demands  for 
' democracy  tax I national  auton- 
omy to  spread  from  the  inner  to 
the  outer  periphery  of  his  em- 
pire. An  explosion  there  could 
mean  the  end  of  perestroika  in 
Moscow. 

This  is  an  argument  carrying 
some  weight  among  political 
elites  of  al  persuasions  in  the 
West  trouble  in-  the  Soviet 
empire  is  bad  news  for 
Gorbachov  and  thus  for  his 
efforts  to  improve  East-West 
relations,'  in  what  he  calls  a 
“common  European  house". 
Gorbachov  is,  of  course,  particu- 
larly skilled  at  using  his  internal 
weaknesses  as  foreign  policy 
assets.  But ' in  making  their 
minds  up  about  Goibachov  the 
West  Europeans  should  not  for- 
get the  experience  of  the  coun- 
tries oftbeother  Europe. 

They  have  been  the  laboratory 
for  reform  of  the  Soviet-type 
system  for  twenty  years  and  as 
such  have  revealed  its  limits. 
They  have  been  part  of  a 
“common  bouse7*  with  Moscow 
for  more  than  forty  years  and 
their  message  is:  only  when  each 
nation  in  Europe  has  its  own 
faouse  cau  an  all-European  one 
have  any  meaning.

Transatlantic  takeover 


Next  year,  no  doubt,  it  will  be 
balloons  as  well.  The  flag-wav- 
ing. dancing-in-the-a  isles  final 
day  of  the  Conservative  con- 
ference becomes  more  like  an 
American  political  convention 
every  year.  Banners  at  Brighton 
reading  “Thatcher  and  Bush  — 
the  real  dream  ticket"  only 
underlined  the  message. 

The  .Americanization  of  Brit- 
ish politics  rushes  on.  2t  is  no 
coincidence  that  Harvey  Tho- 
mas. the  Tories’  director  of 
presentation,  used  to  work  for 
the  evangelist  Dr  Billy  Graham. 
.And  the  phenomenon  is  by  no 
means  limited  lo  the  Tory  party. 

At  the  Iasi  election  the  highly 
successful  “Jonathan  Living- 
stone Kinnock”  cliffiop  film  of 
the  Labour  leader  owed  much  to 
the  developing  use  of  personal 
videos  by  American  politicians. 

At  the  1987  Greenwich  by- 
election  the  former  SDP/Liberal 
Alliance  gave  us  a foretaste  of 
American  techniques  with  com- 
puter-written mailings  tailored 
with  such  precision  that  they 
could  almost  address  particular 
messages  to  left-handed  ex- 
schoolmistresses  living  in  cul- 
de-sacs. 

But  how-  far  do  we  want  to  go 
down  the  American  road?  There 
is  a warning  for  us  all  in  a new 
book*  by  Frank  !.  Luntz  about 
campaigning  styles  and  practices 
in  the  US. 

There,  shoe  leather  spent 
tramping  the  streets  and  banging 
on  door  knockers  doesn't  count 
any  more.  Candidates  use  direct 
mail  shots  and  paid  media  to 
reach  their  constituents  and 
employ  pollsters  amd  media 
experts  to  research  and  produce 
an  effective  message. 


“Each  election  cycle  seems  to 
bring  an  added  level  of  technical 
sophistication,  often  going  be- 
yond the  understanding  and 
interest  of  the  candidate,"  Luntz 
writes.  “Dependent  on  pro- 
fessional consultants,  candidates 
have  become  less  involved  in 
decision-making  in  their  own 
campaigns,  sometimes  appear- 
ing more  like  spectators  than 
participants  in  the  electoral  pro- 
cess." 

According  to  Luntz.  computer 
technology  has  brought  a revolu- 
tion in  the  areas  of  polling,  direct 
mail,  media  place  menu  voter 
analysis,  demographic  analysis 
and  voter  identification.  “The 
integration  of  these  specialised 
techniques,  through  computer- 
ization. has  allowed  campaign 
consultants  to  develop  highly- 
defined  campaign  messages, 
determine  the  matter  of  commu- 
nication. target  precisely  the 
intended  audience  and  then 
measure  the  campaign's  success 
or  failure." 

Staie-of-the-art  "geodemo- 
graphic"  direct  mail  shots  can 
now  be  tailored  paragraph  by 
paragraph  according  to  the 
recipient's  age.  sex.  race,  income, 
occupation,  home  ownership 
and  past  voting  pattern  (where 
known).  By  the  end  of  this  year 
US  voter  registration  lists  will  be 
totally  computerised,  enabling 
campaigners  to  target  specific 
constituents  in  any  voting  dis- 
trict. 

The  larger-sized  survey  firms 
are  installing  CAT!,  a computer- 
aided  telephone  interviewing 
system  which  plugs  voter  re- 
sponses immediately  into  a 
computerized  cross-tabulation 
programme.  Survey  firms  pay 


groups  of  voters  to  watch  tele- 
vision and  then  test  their  re- 
actions to  the  political  com- 
mercial shown  during  the 
period.  So  campaigns  can  now 
react  within  hours  to  a changing 
political  climate. 

Video  tapes  are  beginning  to 
replace  personal  campaigning. 
One  result  of  the  increasing  use 
of  TV  and  video,  says  Luntz.  has 
been  a much  greater  success  rate 
for  those  fighting  “negative" 
campaigns  which  focus  on  the 
weaknesses  or  past  mistakes  of 
their  opponents. 

As  the  technology  becomes 
more  complex  the  gap  between 
the  technical  experts  and  the 
bemused  candidates  will  con- 
tinue io  grow,  making  them  ever 
more  dependent  on  the  pro- 
fessional handlers. 

It  can't  happen  here?  It  is 
already  happening  here,  even 
with  a prime  minister  as  con- 
cerned about  policy  a$  Mrs 
Thatcher.  The  most  chilling 
thing  1 have  heard  in  politics  in 
recent  years  was  a leading  figure 
in  Saatchi  and  Saalchi  telling  a 
post-1987  election  forum  at  Es- 
sex University  that  his  agency 
had  been  involved  in  drafting 
ministers'  speeches  for  the  cru- 
cial 1 986  pany  conference  which 
laid  the  foundations  for  victory  a 
year  laler. 

The  more  politicians  come  to 
rely  on  pollsters,  advertisers  and 
campaign  specialists  to  tell  them 
what  people  are  thinking,  and 
how  to  reach  those  people,  the 
more  they  are  likely  lo  surrender 
control  of  the  message  itself.  We 
want  politicians  who  pay  heed  to 
what  the  people  say.  But  do  we 
want  politicians  who  only  pay 
heed  to  what  the  people  say? 


Of  course  there  always  has 
been  packaging  in  politics.  Of 
course  polling  research  on  the 
issues  is  sensible.  A politician's 
ability  on  TV  is  now  an  im- 
portant factor  in  his  or  her 
success. 

But  we  must  be  on  the  watch 
against  politicians  here  having 
their  strings  pulled  by  men  like 
Patrick  CadddL  whose  famous 
political  strategy  directive  for 
Jimmy  Carter  warned:  “Too 
many  people  have  been  beaten 
because  they  tried  to  substitute 
substance  for  style". 

Bruce  Babbirt,  asked  if  his 
poor  speaking  style  would  not 
prove  a handicap  in  this  year’s 
presidential  nomination  contest, 
replied  cynically  that  if  they 
could  teach  Mr  .Ed  (a  TV  horse) 
to  speak  then  'they  could  cer- 
tainly teach  him.  But  if  the 
professional  groomers  take  over, 
will  we  be  able  to  tell  the  real 
thing  from  cardboard? 

The  cost  of  the  new  technology 
makes  parties  dependent  on 
their  backers,  warns  Luntz.  And 
since  backers  produce  big  money 
largely  m the  hope  of  influencing 
current  legislation  that  gives 
incumbents  too  big  an  advan- 
. tage.  The  political  machine 
minders  have  become  so  power- 
ful that  the  candidates  them- 
selves are  secondary  figures. 
American  television  stations,  in 
the  words  of  one  veteran  pol- 
itical consultant  now  cover  the 
elections  as  though  they  were 
covering  a horse  race,  disregard- 
ing what  “the  horses'*  are  saying. 

It  is  a message  our  politicians 
too  might  ponder. 

"Candidates,  Consultants  and 
Campaigns  bv  Frank  l.  Luntz 
(Blackwell,  £19.95). 
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One  of  the  hardiest  of  Britain's 
political  annuals,  exciting  both 
support  and  opposition  in  every 
party,  is  the  introduction  of 
lotteries.  Few  proponents  of  lot- 
teries make  use  of  the- fact  that 
between  1709  to  1824,  they  pro- 
vided the  government  with 
considerable  sums  of  money, 
much  of  it  used  for  what  might 
now  be  described  as  inner-city 
regeneration  and  for  such  spe- 
cific purposes  as  the  purchase  of 
picture  galleries.  Paradoxically, 
they  were  abolished  in  the  reign 
of  that  unmitigated  gambler, 

George  IV. 


STATE  LOTTERY 

Yesterday  afternoon,  at  about 
half  past  six  o’clock,  that  old 
servant  of  the  state,  the  Lottery, 
breathed  its  last,  having  for  a 
long  period  of  years,  ever  since 
the  days  of  Queen  Anne,  contrib- 
uted largely  towards  the  public 
revenues  of  the  country.  This 
event  took  place  at  Cooper’s-haU, 
BasingbaU-street,  and  such  was 
the  anxiety  on  the  part  of  the 
public  to  witness  the  last  drawing 
of  the  lottery,  that  great  numbers 
of  persons  were  attracted  to  the 
spot,  independently  of  those  who 
had  an  interest  in  the  proceed- 
ings. The  gallery  of  CooperVhall 
was  crowded  to  excess  tong  before 
the  period  fixed  for  the  drawing 
(5  o’clock)  and  the  utmost  anxi- 
ety was  felt  by  those  who  had 
shares  in  the.tottety  for  the 
arrival  of  the  appointed  hour. 
The  annihilation  of  lotteries,  it 
wfll  be  recollected,  was  deter- 
mined on  in  . the  session  of 
Parliament  before  last,  and  thus 
a source  of  revenue  bringing  into 
the  Treasury  the  sums  250,0001 
and  30OJ0O0L  per  annum  wilt  be 
dried  up . . . 

The  concourse  of.  persons  in 
Baringhall  Street  was  very  great; 


indeed  the  street  was  almost 
impassable,  and  everybody 
seezoed  desirous  of  ascertaining 
the  fortunate  numbers.  In  tin 
gallery  the  greatest  interest  was 
excited  as  the  various  prizes  wen 

drawn  from  the  wheel;  every  ow 
looked  with  anxiety  to  his  share 
in  order  to  ascertain  if  fortune 
smiled  on  turn.

More  to  the  point,  royal  gifts  and  those  from 
princes  of  the  Church  and  lay  magnates  were 
private  in  the  sense  that  they  were  uncondi- 
tional — which  public  money  cannot  so  easily 
be. 

Nothing  was  required  in  return  save  a little 
politic  fewning  to  whichever  dynasty  was  in 
the  ascendant.

They  did  not,  to  borrow  a phrase,  ask  for 
something-for-something.  , 

Although,  however,  private  giving  has 
remained  the  particular  strength  of  the  ancient 
universities,  the  greater  part  of  it  has  been  to 
the  independent  colleges  which  are  .the  core  of 
academic  and  social  life.  It  well  flfcstrates  the - 
nature  of  Oxford's  de  velopment  to  recall  that 
the  university  as  such  had  no  buildings  of  its 
own  worth  speaking  of  before  the  Divinity 
School  was  built  at  the  end  of  the  15th  century. 
Duke  Humphrey’s  library  was  later  placed 
above  it  Foreign  visitors  to  Oxford  still  ask 
where  the  university  is  and  get  no  dear  answer.- . 

In  recent  decades,  the  tradition  of  giving  to 
colleges  has  remained  vigorous.  The  old 
members  of  colleges  are  constantly  appealed  to 
for  money  to  maintain  fellowships;  sustain  the 
fabric  or  the  gardens  or  build  new  blocks  and 
quadrangles.  Private  money  hasalso  contrib- 
uted  heavily  to  new  colleges. 

None  of  this,  however,  directly,  helps  the 
university  as  such,  whose  now  extensive  - 
financial  and  teaching  responsibilities  have 
eroded  its  financial  independence.  Though  less  ; 
dependent  on  the  “block  grant”  from  foe  tax 
payer  than  other  universities,  it  has  come 
increasingly  under  Treasury  control,  tiy  way  of 
the  UGC  since  1945.  . . 

The  largest  single  cause  of  this  regrettable 
loss  of  freedom  is  the  cost  of  modem  .science 
and  medicine,  which  fells. on  the  university 
and  not  the  colleges.  -There  - is ' also  the 
university's  contribution  to  the  cost  ’ of 
professorial,  chairs  and  lectureships  (college 


fellowships  are  in  effect  jointly  funded  by 
university  lectureships  and  by  the  colleges)  and 
the  rismg  eost  of  maintaining  the  Bodleian 
. ; Library  and  the  Ashmolean  Museum. 

As  a result  of  the  level  of  government 
funding  in  recent  years,  the  university  has  been 
driven  to  economies  which  leave  chairs  and 
lectureships  unfilled  and  which  have  led  to  the 
abolition  of  a huge  number  of  posts.  The 
university  has  each  year  to  call  on  reserves. 
These  are  expected  to  be  exhausted  within  four 
years,  after  which  it  will  move  into  deficit 
The  purpose  of  the  appeal,  however,  is  not 
simply  to  deal  with  an  immediate  financial 
crisis.  Its  purpose  is  also  to  lessen  the 
university’s  present  45  per  cent  dependence  (it 
. was  as  high  as  66  per  cent  in  1972)  on  foe 
government  money  which  diminishes  its 
autonomy.  Ultimately,  foe  question  is  whether 
foe  umvenaty  can  recreate  something  like  foe 
financial  freedom  which  it  enjoyed  before  foe 
period  of  post-war  state  dependence. 

In  this  attempt,  there  should  also  be  a lesson 
for  foe  newer  universities  which  do  not  enjoy 
foe  endowments  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  and 
have  been  financially  dependent  on  foe  State 
from  birth.  Although  in  ail  universities  there  is 
a welcome  increase  in  industrial  funding,  most 
of  this  is  related  to  specific  projects.  It  is  not 
open-ended.  Something  more  is  needed. 

True,  it  is  . not  as  easy  for  foe  other 
universities,  with  their  now  largely  UGC- 
funded  utilitarian  architecture,  to  draw  on  foe 
emotional  loyalty  of  former  students;  Oxford, 
built  in  other  times  and  to  a finer  standard,  has 
an  easier  task.  Some  newer  universities  have 
already,  for  lack  of  funds,  had  to  give  up  such 
.older  buildings  or  privately  built  colleges  as 
they  possessed. 

Yet  in  foe  quality  of  their  teaching  and 
students,  many  of  these  universities  have  no 
reason  to  consider  themselves  in  a second 
rank.  It  would,  therefore,  be  good  to  think  that 
these  universities  would  also  begin  to  build  up 
their  standing  and  independence  by  appealing 
more  directly  to  their  graduates  and  to  other 
potential  benefactors.  Such  funds  could  help 
them  too.  to  become  places  to  which  future 
generations-  of  old  members  would  give  foe 
emotional  and  financial  loyalty  to  which 
Oxford  is  accustomed. 

What  is  at  issue  is  nothing  less  than  foe 
extent  to  which  modern  universities  can  move 
towards  greater  freedom  from  government  and 
foe  conditions  attached  to  its  money.  There  are  : 
no  easy  or  quick  answers  to  foe  questions  of  foe 
right  balance  between  public  and  independent 
financing  But  Oxford  is  saying  foe  first  word 
in  what  could  be  a gnat debate  on  university 
independence,  if  those  away  from  its  famously 
dreaming  spires  have  the  interest  to  take  part. 


BELGIAN  JUSTICE 


The  opening  of  the  Heysel  Stadium,  trial  in'. 
Brussels  has  been  unfortunate  — but  not  . 
necessarily  unfair:  It  has  taken  more  than  three 
years  for -foe  prosecution  to  assemble  its 
evidence,  and  many  weeks  will  pass  before  foe 
British  defendants  know  their  fete  The  start 
has  appeared  to  be  chaotic  because  a sequence 
of  legal  submissions,  punctuated  by  unsched-  . 
uled  adjournments  and  personal  Angst,  sue 
unnerving  for  those  who  neither  speak  the 
language  nor  understand  the  legal  code.  But 
that  does  not  in  itself  prove  any  failing  in 
Belgian  justice.  J • 

It  was  always  bound  to  be  a complicated, 
hearing  The.  hours  of- video  film  and  47,000 
pages  of  written  evidence  point  to  the  nature  of 
foe  case.  The  stakes,  however,  are  high.  The 
accused  have  been  brought  fo  court  by  means 
of  almost  unprecedented^ co-operation  between 
the.police  forces  of  both  countries.  If  this  is  to 
set  a pattern  for  foe  future,  it  is  important  that 
foe  conduct  of  foe  case  , should  be  beyond 
reproach.  * 

Much  of  the  legal  argument  so  far  has 
concerned  foe  number  of  witnesses  to  be 
called:  In  Belgium  it  is  customary  for  the 
prosecution  to  record  evidence  in  writing,  then 
to  call  only  those  witnesses  whose  part  in  the 
case  is  controversial 

' It  would  seem  that  in  this  case  the 
prosecution  had  wanted  to  call  none  of  . them, 
on.  foe  grounds  that  foe  recorded  written 

evidence  was  so  extensive.  The- argument  over 

foe  last-  few  days  has  thus  centred  on 
-allegations  over  foe  integrity  of  the  video  tapes 
and  over  foe  need  for  cross-examination. 

The  conduct  of  the  trial  has  not  been 


completely  beyond  criticism.  The  defence 
. lawyer,  Mr  Serge  Moureaux,  who  is  also  a 
socialist  deputy  in  Parliament  has  demanded 
that  foe  former  Belgian  Minister  of  foe 
Interior,  who  resigned  after  the  Heysel  disaster, 
be  called  as  a witness.  This  has  threatened  to 
give  tite  hearing  an  unnecessary  political 
overtone. 

Similarly  one  may  question  whether  foe 
defence  and  prosecution  (with  foe  aid  of  foe 
judge)  should  not  have  settled  foe  issue  of 
calling  witnesses  long  ago.  The  case  is  already 
expected  to  last  for  five  months,  partly  because 
those  defence  lawyers  who  are  giving  their 
■ services  without  pay  are  having  to  earn  their 
keep  in  other  courts. 

. There  is  . a dangerous  assumption  in  this 
country,  however,  that  foe  British  judicial 
system  is  incomparable.  When  British  na- 
tionals have  to  appear  in  courts  abroad,  it  is 
too  often  thought  that  they  are  somehow  being 
hard  done  by.  There  are,  indeed,  parts  of  foe 
globe  where  this  is  so.  But  these  do  not  include 
our  European  partners. 

The  Belgian  legal  code  is  different  from  that 
in  Britain,  but  there  is  no  reason  to  dismiss  it  as 
inferior.  Defendants  may  feel  at  a disadvantage 
by  not  speaking  foe  local  language  and  by 
appearing  amid  strange  surroundings.  But  this 
is  why  local  lawyers  have  been  briefed. 

The  attention  of  all  Europe  will  be  focused 
on  this  trial,  which  is  why  it  is  so  important  to 
get  it  right  So  far  it  must  dismay  those  who 
were  looking  for  swift  progress.  But  those  who 
want  to  see  foe  cause  of  justice  served  have,  as 
yet,  ho  good  reason  to  despair.

Arm  of  the  law 
on  Sunday  trade 

From  the  Chief  Executive  of 
Surrey  Heath  Borough  Council 
Sir,  The  Conservative  Party  con- 
ference last  week  again  em- 
phasised the  desire  to  see  law  and 
order  maintained.  Does  foe  party, 
however,  mean  that  ail  law  should 
be  maintained? 

All  over  the  country  the  law 
relating  to  Sunday  trading  is  being 
broken  by  large  national  com- 
panies and  the  Government  does 
nothing  to  deter  them.  This  week  I 
have  to  issue  proceedings  in  the 
High  Court  pursuant  to  the  coun- 
cil's statutory  duty  under  foe 
Shops  Act  to  obtain  an  injunction 
to  stop  a large  multiple  retail  firm 
selling  goods  on  Sunday  in  this 
borough  contrary  to  foe  law. 

If  the  Horae  Secretary  were  to 
say  that  he  does  not  intend  to 
spend  his  time  on  trying  to  reform 
the  law  »mil  foe  existing  law  is 
obeyed,  I suspect  that  foe  com- 
panies involved  would  cease  foeir 
present  illegal  activities. 

Why  does  his  colleague,  foe 
Attorney  General,  not  go  to  foe 
High  Court  himself  for  an  injunc- 
tion to  restrain  these  national 
companies  from  trading  illegally 
throughout  the  country,  instead  of 
leaving  it  to  conscientious  local 
authorities  to  spend  their  rate- 
payers’ money  in  obtaining 
injunctions  against  the  same  com- 
pany which  will  only  bite  in  their 
own  boroughs? 

My  council  does  want  to  see  the 
law  reformed.  In  the  meantime, 
my  members  and  I thought  it  was 
axiomatic  that  it  should  be 
obeyed.

Thai  thousands  more  secret 
documents  from  my  department 
were  subsequently  handed  over  to 
Soviet  agents  (Geoffrey  Prime  and 
the  Cyprus  secrets  case)  was  not 
only  a major  betrayal  of  the 
nation's  secrets  to  a possible 
hostile  power;  it  was  also  a 
complete  vindication  of  my  allega- 
tions, and  a tremendous  embar- 
rassment for  the  Prime  Minister. 

Despite  the  conviction  of  Geof- 
frey Prime,  and  the  disclosure  by 
the  prosecution  in  the  Cyprus 
secrets  case  that  2,000  secret 
documents  from  foe  GCHQ  base 
in  Cyprus  had  been  handed  over 
to  Soviet  agents,  foe  security 
commissions  of  Lord  Bridge  and 
Lord  Griffiths  investigating  those 
betrayals  disregarded  my  allega- 
tions.

The  Cabinet  Secretary'  was  foe 
sole  conduit  for  the  secret 
information  about  this  matter  to 
foe  Prime  Minister.  Mrs  Thatcher, 
and  the  Home  Secretary,  Lord 
Whitelaw,  when  foe  ministerial 
decision  on  whether  to  prevent  or 
permit  publication  was  taken.  So 
it  is  now  certain  foal  neither  of 
them  knew  of  foe  offer,  made  on 
behalf  of  my  publisher,  to  sup- 
press the  whole  book  when  they 
agreed  to  its  publication  without 
any  deletions. 

As  1 have  pointed  out  in  detail, 
in  a recent  book,  published  in 
paperback  as  The  Spycatcher  Af- 
fair, it  is  virtually  certain  that 
Peter  Wright  would  not  have  won 
his  original  case  in  Australia  if 
Their  Trade  is  Treachery  had  been 
suppressed.  The  defence’s  main 
argument  was  that  Wright  should 
be  able  to  publish  his  account 
because  all  the  relevant  informa- 
tion had  already  been  put  on 
record  by  me,  with  Wright  as  a 
major  source. 

Lord  Armstrong  suggests  that, 
even  if  he  had  known  or  the 
intermediary's  offer  and  it  had 
been  taken  up,  1 could  still  have 
gone  to  another  publisher.  I 
would,  most  definitely,  noL  have 
done  so. 

Apart  from  my  own  feelings 
about  foe  issues,  my  lawyer  would 
never  have  allowed  me  to  publish 
if  foe  intermediary  had  been  given 
a clear-cut  statement  that  Their 
Trade  is  Treachery  was  in  flagrant 
breach  of  foe  Official  Secrets  Acl 
Prosecution  would  have  - been 
almost  inevitable  and,  being  then 
a freelance.  I would  have  been  in 
no  position,  financially  or  legally, 
to  defend  myself.

Mr  Vye’s  other  points  are  all 
matters  of  concern  to  people  living 
in  rural  areas,  but  he  does  not  offer 
any  solutions  for  the  Government 
In  the  case  of  the  excellent  Stour 
Valley  School  and  the  application 
to  build  an  eyesore  on  the  Barham 
Downs,  it  is  surely  common 
ground  among  all  parties  that 
decisions  on  these  matters  should 
be  made  in  the  firsi  place  locally, 
by  councillors  who  are  locally 
accountable,  subject  to  the  safe- 
guard of  an  appeal  to  foe  relevant 
secretary  of  state.

per  cent  reduction  in  training  of 
dentists  now  would  solve  a critical 
problem  of  over-supply  in  the  near 
future.  Some  of  us  have  asked  that 
a more  drastic  reduction  to  50  per 
cent  be  instituted  almost 
immediately. 

The  proposals  also  failed  to 
provide  means  for  the  compulsory 
continued  postgraduate  education 
of  the  dentist  in  foe  UK.  We  have 
proposed  that  closing  half  foe 
undergraduate  places  in  denial 
schools  would  provide  foe  space 
for  postgraduate  education  in 
already  well  equipped  centres. 

The  University  of  London 
stated  that  it  would  accept  foe 
UGCs  proposals  if  they  were 
followed  to  foe  letter,  which 
included  the  notion  of  foe  savings 
from  foe  closure  of  two  dental 
schools  being  put  towards  funding 
an  increase  in  the  length  of  the 
dental  undergraduate  training  to 
five  years.  This  is  not  now  going  to 
happen,  yet  it  seems  that  foe 
closure  of  our  dental  schools  is 
still  going  ahead. 

The  local  health  authority 


understands  that  the  very  large 
patient  demand  served  by  UCL 
Dental  School  will  still  be  there 
and  they  will  still  have  to  provide 
a denial  hospital  service  following 
the  closure  of  foe  academ  ic  part  of 
the  school.  The  likely  savings  will 
therefore  be  foe  salaries  of  the  full- 
time academic  staff  of  foe  Dental 
School,  a sum  which  will  be 
insignificant  to  the  costs  of  run- 
ning a national  dental  service. 

The  answer  to  Professor  Fer- 
guson's question  is  that  a wise 
decision  has  yet  to  be  made  about 
foe  future  of  UK  dental  education. 
At  foe  moment  the  Government  is 
pursuing  a futile  proposal:  it 
should  reconsider  immediately.

Three  lethal  snake  poisons  are 
mw  known  to  be  remarkably 
«™ihr  to  a natural  hormone 
found  in  mammals,  this  star- 
tling similarity  has  raised  ques- 
tions about  bow  the  substances 
work,  and  why  chemicals  of  very 
sfanitwr  structure  appear  to  have 
such  different  functions. 

A team  of  researchers  at  Tel 
Aviv  University  in  Israd  have 
been  working  on  poisons,  called 
sarafotoxuK,  which  the  burrow- 
ing asp  Atractaspis  atgatdeasis 
uses  to  lull  its  prey.  These  are 
highly  potent  agents  which  in 
minute  quantities  cause  heart 
attacks  in  laboratory  mice.  The 
researchers  think  that  sara- 
fotoxins  interfere  with  the  natu- 
ral mechanisms  that  control  the 
contraction  of  smooth  muscle, 
sparking  off  massive  and  ul- 
timately fatal  spasms  in  die 
heart  and  other  blood  vessels. 
Their  work  is  published  in  the 
current  issue  of  Science* 

A natural  hormone  called 
eodatbelin  could  throw  light  on 
how  sarafotoxins  work.  This 

hormone,  produced  by  cells  in 
the  walls  of  blood  vessels  that 
induces  vasoconstriction  — the 
contraction  of  the  smooth  mus- 
cle in  blood  vessel  walls.  Its 
discovery  was  announced  less 
than  six  months  ago  to  Nature 
by  Tomoh  Masaki  and  his 
colleagues  of  Tsnknba  Univer- 
sity in  Japan.  And  it  is  though  to 
be  more  potent  than  any  vaso- 
constrictor known. 

The  Japanese  team  drew  par- 
allels between  the  strncture  of 
endotbeUn  and  the  structures  of 
a variety  of  natural  venoms  from 
animals  such  as  bees,  sea  snails 
and  scorpions  — bat  not  snakes. 


Masaki  and  his  associates  made 
the  serpentine  connection  jast 
last  month,  whea  they  noted  an 
intriguing*  similarity  between 
the  structures  of  endothelin  and 
sarafotoxin.  The  same  connec- 
tion was  also  made  by  Vincent 
Cluappinell!  of  the  University  of 
St  Louis,  Missouri  and  his 
colleague  GYlee  of  the  Nat- 
ional Taiwan  University  in 
Taipei. 

In  their  follow-up  study, 
Masakf  s team  showed  that  the 
resemblance  between  esdotfaelin 
and  sarafotoxins  was  more  than 
skin  deep:  endothelin  induced 
coronary  arrest  when  iqjected 
into  mice,  and  generally  behaved 
more  like  a virulent  toxin  than  a 
peaceable  hormone.  But  the 
endothelin  concentrations  used 
were  much  higher  than  would 
have  occurred  in  nature.  The  Tel 
Aviv  group  offer  two  solutions  to 


why  two  sunflar  substances  can 
behave  so  differently.  One  rea- 
son cooJd  be  the  small  structural 
differences  between  them  The 
second,  more  intriguing  idea,  is 
that  endothelin  when  naturally 
produced  Is  just  as  toxic  as 
snake  venom,  but  is  carefully 
regulated.  Like  aD  hormones,  it 
exists  in  vanishingly  smil 
quantities,  so  in  normal  dream- 
stances  not  enough  of  it  can 
accumulate  Co  canse  trouble. 

Exactly  how  either  substance 
works  is  stiB  unknown.  The 
Israeli  team  found  that  ssra- 
fotorin  binds  strongly  to  the 
membranes  of  mense  brain  and 
bean  mnsde  cells.  They  suspect 
that  the  poisons  interfere  with 
the  way  calcium  ions  flow  E*  and 
oal  of  smooth  mnsde  cells. 
When  MasaJti  and  his  col- 
leagues identified  endocbeUn, 
they  proposed  a similar  function 
for  it  too.  And  because  caldmn 
Ions  are  deeply  involved  in. 
mnsde  contraction,  the  effects  of 
both  substances  coaid  be  ex- 
plained in  this  way.  Researchers 
are  now  trying  to  sort  out  the 
more  detailed  differences  be- 
tween them.  Borrowing  asps, 
meanwhile,  are  blissfully  un- 
aware of  the  concern  expressed 
in  their  physiology.  They  have  a 
unique  poison  fang  structure. 
Even  when  its  month  is  shot  an 
asp  can  erect  either  one  of  its  two 

poison  individually  and 

Mte  an  incaatioos  handler;  a 
strange  talent  that  delights 
anatomists,  even  if  the  poison  it 
injects  is  pgrriing  biochemists.

Pioneer  in  international 

education 


Mr  Alec  Peterson,  OBE,qne  of 

the  principal  pioneers  of  inter-  amJwjuch  a«P  comparing 

national  education  in  SSblv^with  educa- 


nauonoi  cuimuvw  ***  — 
country  over  the  past  25  years, 
died  on  October  17  at  the  age 
of  80. 

It  was  while  Peterson  was 
Director  of  Oxford  Univer- 
sity's Department  of  Edu- 
cation between  1958  and  1973 
that  he  saw  international  !y- 
oriented  education  as  an 
pqpmiifll  need  of  the  future. 
He  was  one  of  those  helping 
found  tbe  United  World  .Coll- 
ege  of  the  Atlantic  and  was  the 
first  director-general  of  the 
International  Baccalaureate 
Office  when  h was  set  up  in 
Geneva  in  1967. 

In  the  1960s,  following  a 
meeting  of  history  teachers  in 
Geneva,  about  1 00  educa- 
tionists from  this  country, 
France  and  West  Germany, 
led  by  Peterson,  formed  a 
working  group  to  devise  a 
syllabus  for  an  international 
unversity  entrance  examina- 
tion. By  the  time  Peterson 
retired  from  the  Geneva  post 
in  1977  60  schools  and 
coIJeages  around  the  world 
were  presenting  some  2,000 
candidates  for  the  exam 


unfavourably  with  edu£ 
tional  systems  on  tne 
Continent 

Alexander  Doncan 
bell  Peterson,  the  son 
Indian  Civil  Service  officud, 
was  himself  educated, 
Radley  and  Balhol  College, 
Oxford. 

After  two  years  as  a manage- 
ment trainee  in  industry  he 
became  assistant  master  at 
Shrewsbury,  staying  till  UK 
outbreak  of  the  Second  World 
War,  when  he  went  into  the 
propaganda  branch  of  the 
Special  Operations  Executive. 

Peterson  played  an  im- 
portant part  in  its  operations 
in  the  South-East  Asian  the- 
atre. The  creation  of  the  the

PROF  ERNST  MEYER 


German  composer  who  had  lived 
in  Britain 


Professor  Ernst  Hermann 
Meyer,  the  eminent  east  Ger- 
man composer  and  museolo- 
gist, has  died  in  Berlin  at  the 
age  of  82. 

It  is  perhaps  a marie  of  die 
musical  Iron  Curtain  that  .in 
die  West  he  is  known  chiefly 


lish  the  Free  German  League 
of  Culture,  an  association  of 
artists  and  scientists  in  exile. 

He  also  wrote  his  book 
English  Chamber  Music:  the 


History  of a Great  Art  from  the 
Middle  Ages  to  Purcell 
(London,  1946),  still  a stan- 
dard work  on  the  subjecL 

While  it  was  not  true  to  say 
ft  had  been  left  to  a German 
refugee  scholar  to  rediscover 
this  English  heritage,,  since 
several  British  colleagues, 
notably  the  pupils  of 
DoJmetsch.  were  also  working 
on  the  period  at  that  time, 
Meyer’s  was  the:  &st  cent 
prehensive  survey . 

In  1948  Meyer  returned  to 
Berlin  to  take  up  a post  as 
professor  and  director  of  the 
musicologjcal  institute  at  the 
Humboldt  University,  where 
he  stayed  until  his  retirement 
in  1970. 

Among  his  otiier  official 
positions,  he  was.  president  of 
the  Association  of  Composers 
and  Museologists  in  the 
GDR. 

Yet  at  the  same  time  he 
continued  to  compose  prolifi- 
cally:  ironically,  in  the  new 
Socialist  state  the  old  German 
ideal  of  the  Baroque  court 
Kapellmeister  ruled,  and  the 
emphasis  was  on  fluency, 
respect  for  the  German  tra- 
dition, and  readiness  to  com- 
pose songs  and  cantatas  in 
honour  of  the  stale. 

. In  the  1950s  and  1960s 
Meyer  produced  settings  of 
texts  by  the  official  poet 
Johannes  Becher. 

Other  works  of  this  period 
include  a Symphony  for 
Strings  (1947),  a Symphony  in 
B flat  (1967-8),  string  quartets 
and  some  children's  music. 

In  1970-71  he  composed  bis 
only  opera,  Reiter  der  Nacht. 


for  bis  book  on  eariy  English 
chamber  music:  in  the  Ger- 


chamber  music  in  the  Ger- 
man Democratic  Republic  he 
was  regarded  as  one  of  the , 
country’s  leading  composers, 
with  a large  output  of  choral, 
orchestral  and  chamber  works 
to  his  crediL 

However,  unlike  his  elder 
colleagues,'  Hanns  Ester  and  - 
Paul  Dessau,  be  worked  little 
in  the  theatre  and  was  never 
one  of  Brecht’s  collaborators: 
that,  too,  may  have  kept  his 
music  from  attracting  wider 
notice. 

Meyer  was  born  in  Berlin 
into  a prosperous,  cultured 
family - 

He  studied  at  the  university 
and  the  Musikhochschule  in 
his  native  city,  where  EisJcr 
and  Hindemith  were  among 
his  teachers,  and  where  he 
involved  himself  in  left-wing 
activities.  In  1930  he  received 
his  doctorate  from  Heidelberg 
University  for  a dissertation 
on  polyphonic  chamber  music 
in  the  17th  century. 

Three  years  later,  as  a 
committed  anti-Nazi,  he  was 
obliged  to  leave  Germany,  and 
moved  to  England,  where  be 
remained  for  15  years  and 
formed  life-long  attachments. 


His  work  in  England  was 
noon  shed  by  his  political 
beliefs;  he  lectured  for  the 
Workers'  Educational  Associ- 
ation, wrote  music  for  numer- 
ous documentary  films 
(including  war-time  propa- 
ganda films)  and  helped  estab-

Infirmary  in  1928 as  senior  ear 
and  throat  surgeon,  remaining 
there  until  his  retirement  in 
1964.  He  was  also  Lecturer  in 
Oto-LaryngoJogy  at  the  Welsh 
National  School  of  Medicine 
for  a similar  period,  and  was 
consultant  ax  nearby  valley 
hospitals,  sharing  rooms  with 
his  lifelong  friend  and  royal 
physician.  Sir  Daniel  Davies. 

Owen  was  brought  up  in  a 
Welsh-speaking  home  and  be 
remained  devoted  to  its  nur- 
ture as  a li  ving  language  and 
cherished  its  rich  literature, 
ancient  and  modem. 

. He  was  a regular  participant 
in  the  Royal  National  Eistedd- 
fod and,  in  the  wider  cultural 
life  of  Wales,  and  was  among 
the  pioneers  of  the  Welsh 
National  Opera  Company. 

He  is  survived  by  his  two 
daughters.

Society  in  the  Middle  Niger 

ByNonnanHmi»oi)d,AiY^^ 


Recent  archaeologies]  research 
in  West  Africa  has  shown  that 
huge  towns  and  slates  with  a 
complex  political  orsuuathn 
existed  in  die  region  two  thou- 
sand years  ago.  A decade  of 
research  has  turned  a. virtually, 
unknown  area  on  the  Middle 
Niger  river  in  Mali  into  “one  of 
(he  world’s  most  original  the- 
atres erf  change",  according  to 
two  leading  researchers. 

-The  claim  is  made  in  the  latest 
issue  of  World  Archaeology  by 
Dr  Roderick  McIntosh  and  Dr 
Susan  Keech  McIntosh,  of  Rice 
University,  Houston,  .Texas, 
who  have  been  working  in  Mali 
since  Ac  late  15170s,  Indnding 
projects  at  the  early  urban  site  of 
JauenJeno  and  around  Tin- 
baktn. 

“Archaeology  has  demon- 
strated the  precocious  and 
largely  indigenous  nature  of 
Middle  Niger  tntemsA  trade, 
and  stable  complex  society”, 
they  say,  in  contrast  to  the ' 
pctsre . of  a backward  area 
b ought  towards  the  modern 
world'  by  Arab'  contacts  sows 
the  Sahara. 

The  Middle  Niger  consists  of 
the  pseado-deha  upstream  from 
Timbuktu,  where  Lake  Debo  is 
the  principal  remnant  of  a 
formerly  more  extensive  lacus- 
trine system.  The  area,  covering 
more  than  12<M>00  sanaie 
kilometres,  has  had  a donate 
generally  more  hmmd  than  the 
present  since  the  end  of  the  last 
ice  age  some  KMKW  years  ago, 
but  eves  in  this  century  there 
have  been  wide  swings  feetweea 
humidity  and  aridity. 

There  is  tantalising  evidence 
for  early  food  prodnciaMi « this 
region  of  West  Africa,  with 


domesticated  grain  from  Kar- 
hargehmkat  South  at  between 
4,600  and  SwSOOBC  and  Ticfaitt 
at  2^00-24 00 BC  bat  both  of 
these  sites  lie  north  of  the  deltaic 
zone,  and  the  only  systematic 
coUectfons  of  plant  remains 
reported  from  within  it  date  only 
Co  the  12th  century  AD  and 
latex. 

Social  developments  in  the 
delta  region  are  earlier  than  this, 
with  the  large  mound  at  Jenne- 
Jeno  beginning  to  bmld  up  from 
about  250BC  onwards.

Fishing 
for  fun 


“All  this  therapy  and  analysis  —is 
it  just  an  attempt  to  exorcize  yonr 
EngUstanessT”  asked  lain  John- 
stone, in  John  Cleese’s  First  Far, e* 
well  Performance  (BBCl ).  It  was  a 
very  interesting  and  English  ques- 
tion posed  by  a man  who  knows  his 
subject  well.  Johnstone  and  Cleese 
have  been  friends  and  associates 
for  some  years  and  there  is  a 
definitive  profile  of  the  comedian 
in  preparation  for  his  50th  birth- 
day in  two  years'  time.  This  film, 
although  billed  by  the  BBC  as 
everything  yon  ever  wanted  to 
know  about  John  Cleese,  was 
mostly  about  the  making  of  the 
film  A Fish  Called  Wanda.  Fortu- 
itously, h was  began  before  it 
became  dear  that  this  was  going  to 
be  the  most  successful  British 
movie  of  all  time. 

Cleese  has  never  been  in  the 
business  of  mythologizing  himself 
for  the  media;  when  an  interviewer 
asks  him  a question  be  does  not, 
Hollywood  style,  respond  with  an 
exclamation  and  a qidck  gag,  bat) 
produces  a thoughtful  answer. 
Many  of  bis  responses  to  John- 
stone's probing  could  profitably' 
have  been  expanded  and  there  was 

a tantalizing  seme  that  modi  of 
the  most  interesting  discussions 
had  been  edited  in  the  interests  of 
entertainment. 

The  Other  Europe  (Channel  4)  is 
a new  series  whose  ambitions  aim 
is  to  restore  the  cotnimmist  coon- 
tries  of  Europe  to  the  conscious- 
ness of  the  West  Narrated  and 
vividly  written  by  a Czech,  Jacques 
Ruptik,  the  series  began  in  Prague 
and  travelled  on  to  Poland,  Hun- 
gary, East  Germany  and  Romania. 

The  programme  assumed  con- 
siderable historical  sophistication 
on  the  part  of  the  audience,  but 
chose  not  to  begin  the  story  of  what 
Rnpnik  called  “the  historical  and 
cultural  heart  of  Europe”  at  the 
beginning.  Its  second  aim  is  to 
explore  the  reality  of  life  under  the 
totalitarian  regimes  of  these  coun- 
tries and  it  offered  a collage  of 
present-day  realities.

as  il  develops  over  the  next  fi«v 
weeks.

Some  strange  economic  process 
dictates  that  London  hears  many 
more  foreign  orchestras  each  sea- 
son than  it  does  British  regional 
orchestras. 

This  orchestral  traffic  would  be 
fun,  except  that  one  sometimes 
has  the  feeling  that  all  orchestras 
(outside  Division  One)  are  begin- 
ning to  sound  the  same.  That  is 
not  surprising:  everyone  copies 
the  same  recordings.  A great  many 
Eastern  European  orchestras  seem 
to  be -casting  long-cherished  nat- 
ional characteristics  aside  -heavy 
brass  vibrato,  antique  woodwind 
timbres,  and  so  on  —and  mimick- 
ing Chicago. 

So.  while  one  welcomed  the 
Polish  National  Radio  Symphony 
Orchestra  - dearly  a well-drilled 
band,  efficiently  conducted  by 
Antoni  Wit  — one  regretted  that 
there  was  little  here  to  surprise  the 
ear.  Based  in  Katowice,  and  built 
up  after  the  war  by  Rowicki  and 
Frtelberg,  the  orchestra  has  played

Joseph  Heller  was  a late 
starter.  He  did  not  publish  a 
book  until  he  was  38  yean 
old,  but  when  he  did  it  was 
an  instant  classic  which 
donated  a phrase  to  common 
usage.  The  book's  title,  Catch-22, 
was  also  the  phrase  in  question 
and  it  pointed  to  an  absurdity 
central  to  the  proper  operation  of 
bureaucracies.  If  you  win  then  you 
lose,  says  Catch-22,  but  if  you  lose 
then  you  don’t  win.  British 
Telecom  users  are  familiar  with 
the  argument.  ’They  say  Catcb-22 
even  in  the  Kremlin,"  says  Heller. 
"Both  in  English  and  Russian.  I, 
touched  a nerve." 

Heller  is  65  now.  He  is  white- 
haired  and  still  somewhat  frail  as 
the  result  of  a calamitous  nervous 
disease  - Guiilain-Barre  syn- 
drome - which  all  but  killed  him 
in  1982.  When  cajoled  into  laugh- 
ter (it  isn't  difficult),  he  bears  a 
resemblance  (God  help  him)  to 
Derek  Jameson.  He  has  written 
four  novels  since  Catch-22  and  at 
least  one,  Something  Happened  — 
a devastating  story  of  lmlocatable 
fear  — which  beats  it  hands  down 
for  style  and  emotional  punch. 

But  be  will  always  be  tagged  as 
the  man  who  wrote  that  book,  his 
critical  reputation  stalled  back  in 
the  1960s.  The  same  has  happened 
to  Philip  Roth.  Like  Hellers,  his 
new  novels  tend  to  be  greeted  as 
new  cars  rolling  off  a production 
line.  They’re  all  very  well,  it  is 
said,  but  they  lark  somehow  the 
zip  and  zing  of  that  great  early 
model,  the  Portnoy.  If  s more  than 
a little  unfair. 

Heller  says:  T re-read  Catch-22 
a few  months  ago.  1 was  amazed 
by  its  energy  and  imagination.  I 
worked  hard  on  that  book.  Of 
course.  I'm  prey  to  the  usual 
vanities.  With  each  book  I want 
both  to  outstay  Judith  Krantz  on 
the  best-seller  lists  and  gain  such 
acclaim  that  the  Nobel  committee 
has  simply  no  option.  And  with 
each  book  I do  try  u>  do  something 
very  different" 

Picture  This  is  certainly  dif- 
ferent Heller,  who  is  always 
careful  with  his  openings,  begins 
this  one  at  the  leisurely  pace  of  a 
history  lesson:  "Aristotle,  contem- 
plating the  bust  of  Homer,  thought 
often  of  Socrates;  while  Rem- 
brandt dressed  him  with  paint  in  a 
white  Renaissance  surplice  and 
medieval  black  robe  and  encased 
him  in  shadows."

lesson.  Written  from  the  contem- 
porary standpoint,  but  swinging  to 
and  no  in  time  between  17th- 
century  Holland  and  Athens  in  the 
5th  century  BC,  Picture  This  uses 
the  device  of  bringing  Aristotle  to 
life  while  Rembrandt  paints  his 
picture,  to  retell  the  life  stories  of 
Socrates,  Plato.

Heller  says,  T wanted  to 
write  a novel  with  no 
conflict,  no  romance, 
no  adventure, . no 
storyline  at  all  in  the 
conventional  sense.  Critics  have 
been  saying,  therefore,  that  it  isn't 
a-noveL  They  often  say  that  about 
gay  novels.  It's  because  they,  have

should  and  shouldn’t  be.  I don't  go 
along  with  that." 

If  Picture  This  is  a novel,  then  it 
is  a novel  whose  main  theme  is 
history  and  whose  main  characters 
are  didactic  points.  Namely,  that 
power  and  intellect  are  incompat- 
ible, that  politicians  wage  disas- 
trous wars  for  no  good  reason,  that, 
genius  tends  to  be  given,  a hard 
time,  and  that  humanity  kauris 
nothing  from  its  mistakes.  * ’ 

Heller  does  a lot  ih-this.  bodki 
He  notes  that  at  the  time  when, 
Athens  was  bequeathing  democ- 
racy. the  classical  drama  and  the 
roots  of  philosophy,  to  the  West,  its 
own  politics. were-quite  spectacu- 
larly .whimsical,  venal  arid  vicious.

America.  “That  democracy 
should  wish  to  deny  others  the 
natural  rights  claimed  for  itself  is 
not  unusual,"  he  says. 

He  works  in  large  sections  of 
Thucidydes,  Aristotle  and  Plato, 
and,  on  occasions,  another  sort  of 
philosophy,  the  downhome  vari- 
ety preferred  by  kaftan-wearers 
and  Kurt  Vonnegut  "To  know 
you  do  not  know  is  to  know  a great 
deal.  Wisdom  consists  in  knowing 
there  is  no  such  thing."  Ouch. 

Heller  does  all  this  in  Picture 
This  and  gets  away  with  it  most  of 
the  time,  for  the  sample  reason 
that  he  is  Atony.  His  most  endear- 
ing quality  as  a writer  is  that  he 
renises  to  take  institutions  ser- 
iously; or  rather,  that  he  takes 
thfem  so  seriously  they  become  hfl- 


at  the  expense  of  thosem  power. 


He  says:  "You  think  that’s  not 
justified?  You  thrnlc  anything  ever 
changes?  Look  at  Bush  and  Du- 
kakis. It  really  won't  make  much 
difference  which  one  is  elected. 
America  is  ruled  by  business  and 
its  politics  are  controlled  by 
image-makers  and  no  one  bothers 
to  hide  h.  The  machinery  is  there 
for  all  to  see.

“It's  an  interesting  middle-class 
dilemma.  There  were  times  when  I 
stood  at  the  post  office  waiting 
with  my  allowance  book  thinking 
that  1 was  well-off  enough  not  to 
have  to  claim.  But  on  the  other 
hand  it  meant  I was  like  all  the 
other  mums.  Equal  treatment  all 
round  does  make  you  part  of  a 
community. 

“And  if  you  pay  a lot  of  tax  but 
receive  a standard  benefit  back, 
then  it  is  not  as  if  you  are  actually 
getting  the  same.” 

One  way  out  of  the  middle-class 
dilemma  may  be  to  do  as  a friend 
of  mine  does:  she  claims  the 
allowance,  but  has  a monthly 
standing  order  made  out  to  the 


same  amount,  which  goes  to  a 
children's  charity. 

Jane  Clare,  wife  of  the  psychi- 
atrist and  broadcaster  Anthony 
Clare,  believes  the  sensible  thing 
to  do  is  to  give  the  money  to  the 
children.  "At  about  the  age  of  12 
or  1 3 they  get  a proportion  of  the 
allowance  and  then  by  the  time 
they  are  1 6 they  get  it  all.  They  are 
supposed  to  spend  it  on  buying 
shoes,  clothes,  tights,  things  like 
that" 

She  has  seven  children  aged 
from  three  to  21.  and  is  currently 
able  to  daim  benefit  for  five  of 
them.  “1  have  always  claimed  for 
as.many  as  possible  — ! think  it's 
reasonable  to  expect  women  to 
have  some  sort  of  recompense 
from  the  state  for  the  work  they 
do.  Very  little  comes  our  way  and  I 
think  abolishing  the  benefit  or 
means  testing  would  be  a pity. 

“I  regard  the  money  as  mine  to 
spend  on  the  children.  Sometimes 
it  goes  into  the  general  coffers, 
sometimes  1 set  it  aside  for  things 
which  are  needed,  like  shoes." 

American  actress  Gayle 
HunnicutL  who  is  married  to  a 
British  loumaiisi  and  lives  in 
London,  still  gets  benefit  for  her 
six-year-old  son  Edward,  although 
she  can  no  longer  claim  for  Nolan, 
who  is  18.  “1  think  there  should  be 
a level  of  income  above  w hicn  you 
should  not  be  able  to  claim.”  she 
says.  “The  trouble  is  that  it  would 
probably  cost  a lot  of  money  to 
change  the  system  and  it  is  easier 
to  administer  if  you  gi\e  the 
benefit  to  everyone. 

“I  just  add  the  money  to  the 
general  kitty.  I wouldn't  resent  it  if 
the  benefit  was  stopped,  I'd  ac- 
tually be  pleased." 

Penny  Junor,  journalist  and 
television  presenter,  says  she  hates 
the  thought  of  means-testing  child 
benefit  but  thinks  it  would  be 
more  sensible.  “People  who  have  a 
tough  time  bringing  up  children 
could  do  w'ith  a lot  more,  and  that 
could  come  from  the  money  that 
better-off  people  wouldn’t  miss. 

“Of  course  no  one  has  so  much 
money-  that  they  couldn't  bear  to 
have  some  more.  I tend  to  store 
mine  up  and  then  go  along  and 
collect  £50  to  £1 00-worth  of  useful 


cash,  but  1 do  Sometimes  fed  it 
would  be  better  in  a more  need’, 
pocket."  So  does  she  feel  guilty 
taking  the  cash'.' “No.  I've  paid  for 
it  in  taxes  and  you  can't  give  it  to 
anyone  else." 

Fiona  Richmond,  former  ac- 
tress and  Men  Only  columnist, 
now  married  to  a television 
presenter  gets  child  benefit  for  her 
daughter  Tara,  aged  three.  "I 
could  manage  without  it  and  1 do 
think  the  more  needy  should  get 
more  if  one  could  w ork  out  a fairer 
system  On  the  other  hand,  i 
wouldn't  want  to  encourage  peo- 
ple to  have  1 1 children.” 

She  says  she  mes  not  to  let  the 
cash  get  sucked  up  into  the  rest  of 
the  household  spending  money.  “1 
try  to  buy  something  like  a nice 
antique  tablecloth  for  my 
daughter.” 

Writer  Marina 
Warner,  who  has 
one  son,  Conrad, 
aged  !),  says  her 
genera]  feeling  is 
that  in  Britain  we  do  not  spend 
enough  on  childhood  “There  is 
noi  enough  investment  in  things 
like  play  areas  and  swimnine 
pools  " 

She  also  says  other  countries 
create  more  awards  for  mother- 
hood. In  fact,  while  this  may  well 
be  true,  it  is  difficult  to  make 
simple  comparisons  of  child  bene- 
fit between  the  UK  and  elsewhere, 
since  in  some  countries  (such  as 
France)  the  family  allowance  pay- 
ments increase  depending  on  the 
number  of  children  you  have,  or 
vary  according  to  the  family 
income  fas  in  Greece) . 

Warner  admits  she  has  in  the 
past  been  terribly  grateful  for  her 
own  allowance  (which  is  still  being 
paid  into  her  bank  account  as  a 
legacy  from  a time  when  she  was 
abroad). 

And  even  though  she  is  not  sure 
child  benefit  is  the  best  way  of 
giving  money  to  mothers,  she 
thinks  we  need  something.  “As  a 
mother  you  need  to  feel  you  are 
doing  something  society  is  pleased 
about,  and  that  it  is  giving  you 
something  in  return  for  doing  iL 
Money  can  help  create  that  feeling.”

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If  facts  are  so  important,  do 
they  really  have  to  be  dull? 


Twelve  years  ago,  the  columns 
of  this  newspaper  were  used  to 
open  a debate  about  tele- 
vision's coverage  of  current 
affairs.  A series  of  articles, 
developing  the  theme  encap- 
sulated in  the  phrase  "a  bias 
against  understanding",  ap- 
peared under  the  names  of 
Peter  Jay  and  John  Bin.  As  a 
result,  television  journalism 
became  more  responsible. 

But  it  was  not  the  end  of  the 
matter.  There  remains  a bias 
in  current  affairs.  In  my 
opinion,  it  is  just  as  insidious, 
just  as  dangerous  and  just  as 
much  in  need  of  rooting  out. 
particularly  given  the  climate 
of  change  which  feces  tele- 
vision journalism  today. 

That  bias  is  against  popular- 
ity. a bias  against  the  tastes, 
interests  and  aspirations  of  the 
ordinary  people  who  ought  to 
be  our  s iewers. 

Anyone  who  has  ever 
expresssed  a wish  to  make 
current  affairs  appeal  to  a 
broader  audience  will  know 
what  I mean.  They  will  have 
had  their  efforts  greeted  with 
one  of  two  expressions.

And  It  is  no 
accident  that  this  generation 
of  current  affairs  programmes 
bas  failed  to  breed  the  stars 
that  Tonight  once  produced. 
We  do  not  seem  to  understand 
how  to  use  the  personalities  of 
reporters  to  bring  our  journal- 
ism to  life. 

Conventions  have  grown  up 
about  what  is  and  what  is  not 
“legitimate"  current  affairs 
territory.  Broadly  these  con- 
ventions have  fevoured  the 
public  and  institutional  side  of 


I do  not  buy  this  division  of  life.  Two  traditions  have 
the  audience  into  an  elite  who  dominated. 


The  first  is  “tabloid  TV". 
This  is  from  people  who 
— imagine  that  you  intend 
to  turn  current  affeirs  into  a 
non-stop  diet  of  sex  and 
scandal.  The  scandal  word  is 
“info lain  mem".  This  is  from 
people  who  think  you  are 
going  to  clothe  fact  in  game 
show  formats  complete  with 
laughter  and  applause. 

The  people  who  oppose  the 
popularizing  of  current  affairs 
appear  not  to  accept  that 
factual  television  can  have 
pulling  power  in  its  own  right, 
uncomipted  by  trickery  or 
trash. 

Their  accusation  that  we  are 
taking  journalism  “down- 
market" says  it  all.  The  word 
suggests  that  the  mass  of 
ordinary  viewers  exist  at  some 
lower  level  than  we  pro- 
gramme makers,  and  that  it  is 
only  by  degrading  the  quality 
of  what  we  do  that  we  can 
hope  to  reach  them. 

Ordinary  viewers  are 
thought  to  have  little  or  no 
interest  in  serious  fact.  The 
real  audience  for  current  af- 
fairs is  assumed  to  be  a much 
smaller  group,  often  refereed 
to  by  the  programme-makers 


want  information  and  a mass 
who  merely  want  enter- 
tainment We  are  all  ordinary 
viewers  and.  as  such,  we  need 
different  things  from  tele- 
vision at  different  times. 

Sometimes  we  do  want  to 
use  the  box  just  to  relax,  to 
escape  or  to  be  entertained. 
But  we  also  want  to  be 
informed,  stimulated,  chal- 
lenged, moved,  interested. 
Fact  can  do  all  these  things. 
To  ray  mind  there  is  no 
stronger  viewing  motive  than 
human  curiosity.  Which 
means  that  feet  has  the  capac- 
ity to  be  among  the  most 
popular  television  of  all 

If  current  affairs  is  not 
getting  the  ratings,  then  that's 
because  there  is  something 
wrong  with  the  way  we,  the 
programme  makers,  are  doing 
things. 

The  truth  is  that,  because  we 
have  been  protected  minority 
viewing  for  so  long,  with  no 
objective  measurement  of  our 
success  or  failure  and  no  real 
competition  for  our  slots,  we 
have  been  able  to  grow  com- 
placent about  both  the  form 
and  the  content  of  what  we  do. 

As  far  as  form  is  concerned. 


The  first  is  political  analy- 
sis. The  agenda  is  set  by  what 
Westminster  is  doing.  And  the 
target  is  to  cross-examine 
politicians  about  tbeir  poli- 
cies. The  second  is  the  investi- 
gative tradition  — months  of 
painstaking  research  to  enable 
us  to  name  bent  councillors  or 
guilty  bankers. 

Now  no  one  would  chall- 
enge for  one  moment  that  the 
monitoring  of  political  life 
and  the  exposing  of  corruption 
are  important  tasks  for  tele- 
vision journalism.  But  in  the 
late  Eighties  they  can't  be  the 
whole  story. 

People  have  had  a decade 
now  of  being  told  that  govern- 
ment cannot  be  the  solution  to 
most  of  the  problems  in  tbeir 
lives  and  they  believe  it  So  an 
agenda  set  by  the  activities  of 
parliament  and  politicians  in- 
evitably strikes  them  as  less 
and  less  relevant 

Sadly,  too,  they  have  prob- 
ably grown  used  to  corruption 
in  public  places.  The  unmask- 
ing of  the  crooked  financier  is 
probably  less  gripping  than  the 
kinds  of  investigation  that 
have  a bearing  on  their  every- 
day lives  — dodgy  diets. 


personal  and  individual-  They 
are  more  home  and  family 
centred,  more  oriented  to- 
wards leisure,  entertainment, 
lifestyle  and  possessions.  But 
the  problem  is  that  traditional 
current  affairs  dismisses  all 
these  areas  as  “soft". 

For  years  now  we  have 
given  viewers  the  information 
we  think  they  ought  to  have 
rather  than  the  information 
they  actually  want.  And  that  I 
believe,  is  the  main  reason  we 
have  seen  our  ratings  decline. 
So  that  now  our  belief  that  we 
are  a minority  pursuit  in  need 
of  protection  has  become  a 
self-fulfilling  prophecy. 

Thai's  very  bad  news  for  us 
programme  makers  in  the 
more  competitive  future  we 
face.  Because,  having  put  all 
our  eggs  in  the  minority 
basket  we  risk  seeing  current 
affairs  swept  away  altogether 
when,  and  if  our  protection  is 
removed.

It's  bad  news  too  for  the 
ITV  schedule.  At  foe  mo- 
ment we  rely  for  ratings  on 
a mixture  of  extremely  expen- 
sive drama,  and  quiz  or  game 
shows,  which  are  cheap,  but 
don't  attract  foe  kinds  of 
audience  the  advertisers  most 
want.  As  we  have  seen  before 
when  times  get  hard,  it’s  the 
expensive  dramas  that  have  to 
go,  leaving  us  with  a diet  of 
too  many  game  shows  which 
puts  the  advertisers  off  even 
more. 

If  ITV  could  develop  more 
popular  factual  series  it  would 
not  only  add  variety  but  make 
foe  schedule  cheaper  to  pro- 
duce. But  because  of  their 
history,  most  ITV  factual 
departments  are  not  really 
trusted  to  do  this  job.  Whereas 
a felled  game  show  will  simply 
lead  to  a search  for  a new  one 
to  replace  it,  a failed  attempt 
at  a peaktime  factual  series 
leads  most  directors  of  pro- 
grammes simply  to  dismiss 
foe  notion  foal  feet  has  popu- 
lar appeal. 

Surely  it  is  time  to  recognize 
that  the  true  definition  of 
public  service  in  television 
journalism  is  giving  foe  widest 
possible  audience  the  facts 
they  want. 


For  most  participants  or Mipcon, 
the  five-day  TV  and  video 
market  that  ended  in  Cannes 
yesterday,  the  most  intriguing 
newcomers  to  foe  fair  were  the 
white-badge  holders,  the  non-pro- 
fessionals. Never  before  has  this  dispir- 
ited third-force  of  lawyers,  accountants, 
market  analysts  and  admen  been  so1 
noticeable,  and  of  those  it  was  the  admen 
who  were  reckoned  to  be  the  dearest 
heralds  of  foe  future  among  foe  5,000 
sellers  who  wore  red  or  Mae  badges  and 
chased  fewer  than  500  significant  pro- 
gramme buyers,  ail  wearing  mauve. 

Bob  Bingham,  co-director  of  Mipcom, 
believes  foe  advertising  people  were  in 
Cannes  to  initiate  sponsorship  and  barter 
deals.  Alfoongh  enlisted  in  the  partici- 
pants' catalogue,  J.  Walter  Thompson, 
McCann  and  Saatchi  and  Saatchi  were 
all  present,  be  said. 

For  advertisers,  barter  and  sponsor- 
ship are  different  means  of  achieving  the 
same  end:  a greater  say  both  in  what 
reaches  foe  viewer  and  which  viewers  are 
reached.  By  sponsoring  specific  pro- 
grammes yon  ensure  your  clients'  mess- 
age has  been  specifically  targeted.  In 
bartering,  in  return  for  meeting  seme  of 
the  programme's  production  or  purchase 
costs  yon  gain  the  right  to  place  your  own 
client's  commercial  in  a proportion  of  the 
commercial  breaks.

working  unannounced  at  Cannes,  Dentsn 
Inc,  the  world's  largest  agency;  was 
wearing  a public  face.  The  Japanese  firm 
had  a stand  in  order  to  sell  one  of  its  first 
entries  into  sponsored  programming  hi . 
Europe,  a one-hoar  tape  of  this  mouth's 
Olympic  concert  in  Barcelona.  Kenichi 
Nakae,  of  Dentsn ’s  broadcasting  di- 
vision, admitted  that  90  per  centof  the 
callers  at  his  stall  were  after  cash  for 
programme  malring- 

ln  Japan.  Dentsn  has  money  in  41  per- 
cent of  all  prime-time  programming; 
either  controlling  Modes  of  advertising  or., 
sponsoring  shows  on  behalf  of  cSentsuke 
Toshiba  and  Honda.  “We~  are  in  the 
second  year  of  a five-year  European 
strategy  and  believe  Europe  is  ripe  for  ns 
to  repeat  our  dominance  of  TV  in  Japan," 
said  Nakae 

Apart  from  Barcelona,  Dentsn  tested 
the  water  by  putting  money  into  this 
Sumner’s  Prince’s  Trust  concert  in 
London.  “We  have  been  talking  to  the 
BBC  and  Channel  4 about  sponsorship. 


Things  are  changing  very  rapidly  in  the 
UK,"  Nakae  added. 

. .Andrew  Macdean.  sales  director  at 
Itel,  a distributor  that  has  grown  ont  of 
.the  sales  arm  of  Anglia,  is  compiling  a 
report  into  the  prospects  for  tarter  and 
sponsorship  in  Europe.  He  believes  that 
sponsorship  looks  tike  being  the  bigger 
growth  area. 

At  present,  sponsored  programmes  are 

not  permitted  in  Britain,  and  in  Europe 
barter  deals  are  illegal  in  all  bnt  Italy, 
■Spain  and  France.  The  White  Paper  on 
broadcasting  the  boom  in  satellite 
television  are  likely  to  change  that, 
however. 

James  Arnold-Baker,  head  of  BBC 
Enterprises,  unlike  perhaps  any  of  his 
predecessors,  embraces  the  prospect  of 
the  admen  becoming  a direct  force  in 
programming.  While  explaining  firmly  to 
advertisers  that  they  cannot  expect  to 
- sponsor  programmes  in  their  UK  trans- 
mission, he  welcomes  sponsorship  and 
bartering  for  Emopean  sales.

Time  Inc 
announced  yesterday  that 
they  will  test  a European  news 
maearine  in  five-'-'  languages  in 
December.  Called  Mate) i,  it  wffl  be 
sold  for  four  dollars  in  France^ 
Britain,  West  . Germany,  Spain  and 
Italy,  to  see  if  there  isa  demand  for 
an  upmarket  European  . monthly 
The  format  wQ]-  be  based’  on  the 
successful  French  - weekly  news- 
photo  magazine  Paris-Maich,  and 
its  launch  is  scheduled  for  June. 

The  venture  comes  at  a.  tricky 
time  for  pan-European  media  enter- 
prises. Last  week's  troubles  at  Soper 
Channel  has  prompted  one 
London-based  media  director  to 
remark  that  the  European  audience 
“have  voted  with  their  remote 
control  switches.  They  don't  want 
catch-all  pan-European  enter- 
tainment programming."  The 
future  of  transcontinental  publish- 
ing — whether  broadcasting  or  print 
— is  thematic.  Specialist  channels 
and  magazines  covering  topics  like 
news,  business  and  sport  are  the 
vogue. 

The  evidence  seems  incontrovert- 
ible. Not  only -has  Super  Channel,  a 
first  generation  satellite  station 
relying  on  cable  networks,  been 
having  problems.  Rupert  Mur- 
doch’s Sky  Channel,  which  offered  a ' 
similar  entertainment-based  pack-

Handley,  international  media  direc- 
tor at  Leo  Burnett,  believes  a pan-

problems,  went  over  budget  and 
had  to  foil  back  on  cheap  American 
quiz  shows.

Magazine  publishers  appear  to

carefully  tailored  for  each  of  (he 
different  markets.

It  is  aimed  at  a ijew 
English-speaking  European  leader- 
ship and  media  observers  have 
questioned  the  existence  of  an 
adequate  market. 

Not  everyone  is  pessimistic  about 
the  notion  of  pan-European 
publishing  and  broadcasting.  Nick 


Sky  Channel  admits  that  when  it 
started  in  1982  it  hoped  to  plug  a 
gap  in  the  market  for  a pan- 
European  entertainment  channel 
Its  main  appeal  to  advertisers  was 
that  it  offered  flexibility  of  schedul- 
ing and  reasonably  cheap  access  to 
air-time  in  markets  such  as  West 
Germany,  where  previously  they 
had  had  to  queue  for  slots. 

But  domestic  channels  such  as 
Germany’s  Stat-1  have  responded 
to  this  challenge  by  offering  Sky- 
type  viewing  - complete  with  Die 
Waltons  - in  foe  local  language. 
Rather  than  go  to  the  expense  of 
negotiating  foreign  language  rights 
to  films  and  series.  Sky  decided  to 
move  out  of  general  entertainment 
programming  in  such  countries  and 
concentrate  on  its  new  specialist 
channels,  such  as  Eurospon. 

Flexibility  is  the  key  to  success  in 
any  kind  of  pan-European  publish- 
ing. according  to  John  Perriss, 
worldwide  media  director  of 
Saaichi  and  Saatchi  Commun- 
ications. He  agrees  that  language  is  a 
major  problem,  but,  he  adds:  “Dal- 
las and  Dynasty  worked  well 
enough  in  those  countries  where 
they  were  dubbed." 

He  feels,  therefore,  that  television 
entrepreneurs  need  to  operate  more 
like  magazine  publishers  — “fine- 
tuning  their  product  as  they  move 
from  market  to  market".  Perriss 
likens  this  to  manufacturing,  where 
you  have  core  products,  such  as 
shampoo,  with  flanker  brands,  such 
as  varieties  for  those  with  dry  or 
greasy  hair.  Super  Channel,  with 
what  he  describes  as  its  “Little 
Englander"  attitude  to  program- 
ming, was  not  up  to  tbaL  But  it  was 
in  the  vanguard  of  pan-European 
media.  Many  more  successful  op- 
erations will  follow  in  its  wake, 
learning  from  its  mistakes. 


The  biggest  printing  contract  in  the  country  may  soon  be  np  for 
grabs.  Radio  Times  has  decided  it  is  paying  its  printers,  Robert 
Maxwell's  BPCC,  too  ranch  and  is  setting  out  to  renegotiate  its 
existing  contract,  first  signed  in  1981,  even  though  it  still  has 
two  years  to  run. 

“Long-term  contracts  once  seemed  wise,  bat  not  in  today's 
mnefa  more  rigorous  print  market,”  says  BBC  Magazines' 
boss.  Dr  John  Thomas,  who  claims  there  are  now  half  a dozen 
printers  in  the  country  with  the  capacity  to  tackle  Radio 
Times's  mammoth  three  million  print  run  (which  rises  to  1 1.2 
million  for  foe  Christmas  issue). 

Thomas  refuses  to  say  how  much  Radio  Times  pays,  bat  says 
it  is  considerably  more  than  rival  TV  Times,  which  also  uses 
several  printers  in  the  BPCC  group.  Nor  will  Thomas  confirm 
suggestions  foal  the  BBC  has  given  BPCC  an  ultimatum  that  it 
will  not  be  invited  to  tender  for  foe  business  when  foe  present 
contract  ends  unless  it  agrees  to  new  terms  now.  “We  are 
always  in  negotiation,"  be  maintains  diplomatically. 


‘BR  first  to  embrace  new  broadcast  platform’ 


The  media  is  on  the  verge  of 
entering  the  “Big  Brother”  era.

Richmond  stations,  will  show 
up-to-the-minute  news,  travel, 
sports  and  financial  informa- 
tion on  4ft  by  1 2ft  screens.  . 

Postervision  — which 
daims  this  as  the  first  system 
of  hs  land  , in  the  world  — 
predicts  that  within  10  years  it 
will  provide  an  important 
communication  platform. 
Monitors  could'  be  mstalfod- 
' anywhere  ancf  used  to  flash  . 
news  headlines,  want  of  traffic 
snarl-ups,  or  advertise  sales 
and  special  offers:  a major 


chain  store  retailer  will  launch 
a similar  scheme  soon. 

The  proposal  is  similar  to 
television’s  Teletext  service, 
transmitting  on  television 
fines  (POsterviskm*s  parent 
company.  Alphameric,  is  in- 
volved with  Teletext). 

BR  will  run  a one-year  trial 
which  if  successful  could  be 
extended.  Tefebad,  itself  a 
British  invention,  was 
launched  seven  years  ago.  It 
raises  about  £5.5  mifiiah  an- 
nually in  advertisement  rev-. 


eaue,  mainly  through  foe 
financial  sector,  holiday  com- 
panies, bookmakers  and  mail- 
order firms,  all  of  whom  need 
detailed  ads  which  can  be 
updated  quickly. 

Postervision,  which  spent 
five  years  developing  the  sys- 
tem, will  own  and  run  the  BR 
displays,  financing  the  ven- 
ture through  advertising.

Founder  ousted 

BBC  Radio  London  is  re- 
launched next  Tuesday  as  a 
brand  new  radio  station. 
Greater  London  Radio,  but 
the  transition  has  not  gone 
entirely  smoothly.  Alex 
Pascal!,  doyen  of  black  pro- 
gramme presenters  and  foe 
man  who  founded  Radio 
London's  nightly  Black 
Londoners  show  1 5 years  ago.

quitting  as  editor  of  Time  Out 
itself  after  seven  years.  A mix 
of  arts  features,  news,  con- 
sumer interest  and  possibly 
sport,  the  new  magazine,  so 
far  nnnampd,  will  also  make 
use  of  Time  Out's  own  dis- 
tribution network,  estab- 
lished in  July.

Caught  on  the  hop 
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• One  thinks  of  modem  jazz 
as  a predominantly  contem- 
plative form,  but  one  learns  in 
Channel  4's  newest  arts  pro- 
gramme, Signals  (C4, 9.15pm) 
that  it  has  inspired  various 
groups  to  displays  of  high- 
energy  dancing.  Such  dancing 
found  its  way  up  from  the 
street,  via  clubs,  and  many  of 
its  practitioners  have  pro- 
gressed similarly. 

The  styles  are;  as  one  would 
expect,  eclectic  Afro-Can  b- 
bean,  Indian,  old  Hollywood, 
and  martial  arts  influences  are 
all  absorbed  and  presented  in 
a manner  as  energetic  as  such 
dance  names  as  robotics,  jazz 
tap,  hndy  hop  and  break- 
dancing suggest  Indeed,  much 
of  it  is  so  gymnastic  that  one 
would  not  be  surprised  to  find 
break-dancing  at  the  next 
Olympics. 

Dancing  in  the  Streets  also 
demonstrates  that  the  move- 
ment is  r.ot  jus;  a metropoli- 
tan one:  the  Street  Dance 
Competition  shown  here  oc- 
curs in  Leeds,  which  is  the 
largest  centre  for  contem- 
porary dance  outside  London. 

Many  of  these  dancers  came 
to  it  comparatively  late,  and 
were  at  first  as  sceptical  as  the 
ex-sheet  metal  worker  who 
associated  it  with  prancing 
about  in  tights.  His  devotion 
now  is  such  that  he  dances  in  a 
plaid  skin.  The  performances 
are  more  energetic  than  sen- 
sual, and  boredom  is  never 
risked  with  routines  that  are 
short,  sharp  and  physicaL  .As 
such  the  emphasis  is  on 
dancing  rather  Lhan  dance, 
and  the  nocturnal  street  loca- 
tions quite  suit  these  dramatic 
displays.  For  those  of  us  who 
restrict  ourselves  to  an  occa- 
sional light  rumba  it  all  looks 
impressively  strenuous.

• To  judge  from  appearance, 
fitness  to  a while  American 
blues  singer  is  as  high  a 
priority  as  it  is  for  a British 
darts  player.  The  Late  Shift 
(C4.  12.15am;  shows  Survi- 
vors, The  Blues  Today . a film 
of  white  performers  of  mosily 
impressivc  girth,  and  their 
leaner,  sharper  black  col- 
leagues. 

Backstage,  the  cultivated 
conversational  style  of 
bluesmen  is  deadpan,  though 
women  are  allowed  to  be 
raucous.  On  stage,  performers 
vary  from  flat-footed  bellowers 
to  those,  like  saxophonist  Ar- 
chie Shepp.  who  adapt  the  blues 


to  their  own  jazzy  ends.  The 
purest  demonstration  is  b>  John 
Lee  Hooker,  a small,  elderly 
man  who  arrives  shyly  and 
departs  silently.  Even  the  deli- 
cate care  with  which  he  picks  up 
his  guitar  has  a reverence 
unmatched  by  the  rest  in  fuQ 
cry.  It  is  left  10  Dr  John, 
erstwhile  hellraiser  of  ihe  Six- 
ties. and  musical  godfather  to

Optimistic  Bush  sees  light 
through  rusty  Iron  Curtain

repeatedly  invoked  Churchill 
and  Truman  in  a philosophi- 
cal analysis  of  the  state  of 
superpower  relations.  Chur- 
chill had  been  criticized  and 
disavowed  by  many  in  Amer- 
ica and  elsewhere,  but  be  was 
right. 

“Four  decades  later  be  has 
been  vindicated.  We  and  our 
allies  did  not  prevent  the  Iron 
Curtain  from  shutting  out  the 
light  to  the  East.  We  did  secure 
peace  and  freedom  for  the 
West  We  took  it  beyond 
Europe  to  Asia  and  other 
regions.  When  we  kept  to 
Churchill’s  advice  of  peace 
through  strength,  the  strength 
of  democratic  unity,  we  suc- 
ceeded." he  said. 

Mr  Bush  noted  that  West- 
minster College  was  historic 
not  only  because  of  Chur- 
chill's speech:  Sir  Christopher 
Wren's  St  Mary's  Church  had 
been  transplanted  from 
London  “to  grace  your  com- 
pass" after  withstanding  the 
Blitz;  it  was  a monument 
to  face. 

The  main  theme  of  bis 
speech  was  one  of  optimism  in 


future  dealings  with  Moscow. 
Although  the  Iron  Curtain  still 
stretched  from  Stettin  to  Tri- 
este, the  Kremlin,  which  had 
echoed  to  the  ominous  foot- 
steps of  Stalin,  now  resounded 
to  a denunciation  of  Stalin- 
ism. There  was  new  hope  of 
change. 

“The  truth  is  being  sought 
as  never  before,"  he  went  on. 
“The  peoples  of  Eastern 
Europe,  the  peoples  of  the 
Soviet  Union  itself  are

demanding  more  freedom, 
demanding  their  place  in  the 
sun.” 

Mr  Bush  began  his  speech 
with  a sharp  warning  that 
despite  the  opinion  polls,  the 
election  had  not  yet  been  won. 
“There  are  undecided  voters 
out  there.  The  race  is  close  in 
many  states.  I'm  not  taking 
any  votes  for  granted.  I will 
continue  to  campaign  as  an 
underdog,"  be  said. 

But  the  remainder  of  the 
speech  sounded  like  a state- 
ment of  policy  from  a man 


whose  aides  and  speed]  writ- 
ers were  convinced  of  victory. 
It  reflected  President  Reagan's 
popular  tendancy  towards  po- 
etic oratory. 

Looking  about  him,  Mr 
Bush  said  he  could  feel  the 
presence  of  Churchill. 
Another  spirit  was  present 
too:  the  spirit  of  America,  with 
its  faith  in  God,  its  stand  for 
freedom  and  its  commitment 
to  freedom  beyonds  its  shores. 

Some  people  had  concluded 
that  Moscow  was  too  weak  to 
make  trouble.  Mr  Bush  said  he 
had  spoken  with  President 
Gorbachov  and  knew  some  of 
his  advisers. 

“The  people  they  rule  want 
to  know  why  they  lade  bread, 
why  they  lack  freedom,  why 
life  expectancy  has  decreased, 
why  public  services  and  con- 
sumer goods  are  so  poor  and 
in  such  short  supply.  So  70 
years  after  the  Russian  revolu- 
tion, Marxism  is  losing  its 
lustre,"  he  declared. 

But  it  would  be  far  too 
simple,  even  dangerous,  to 
condude  that  the  Soviet 
Union's  foreign  policy  was 
driven  exclusively  by  eco- 


nomic weakness.  It  remained 
a military  superpower.  In 
Europe  and  other  parts  of  the 
world  the  promise  of  Soviet 
change  had  not  yet  been 
fulfilled. 

“Where  we  have  seen 
flexibility,  it  has  come  because 
the  price  of  aggression  was  too 
high  — because  we  supported 
the  Mujahidin  in  Afghanistan 
It  has  come  because  intimida- 
tion failed  — because  we 
deployed  Pershing  and  cruise 
missiles  in  Europe.  Now  the 
Soviet  Army  is  leaving 
Afghanistan.  We  have  an  INF 
Treaty,  eliminating  an  entire 
generation  of  nudear  capable 
missiles  for  the  first  lime,"  he 
said. 

The  evidence  was  dear. 
Now  was  not  the  time  to 
abandon  realism  about  what 
moved  the  Soviet  Union.  It 
was  restrained  by  its  own 
troubles,  but  also  by  Ameri- 
ca’s strength  and  ability  to 
deter  aggression  and  by  the 
unity  ofthe  democracies.  Mr 
Bush  said. 

To  turn  away  from  that  path 
would  be  to  invite  trouble,  be 
added.

Backlog  of  cases  will  await  final  ruling  by  Lords 

Appeal  victory  redefines  insider  law

Hie  Court  of  Appeal  yesterday  re-estab- 
lished a broad  definition  of  insider  dea- 
ling in  a ruling  which  lays  down  that  a 
person  who  receives  price-sensitive  inf- 
ormation - rather  than  actively  seeks  or 
procures  h - can  be  convicted  of  insider 
dealing  if  he  subsequently  deals  on  it  . 

The  case  was  brought  by  Sir  Patrick 
Mayhew,  the  Attorney  General,  follow-, 
ing  the  acquittal  of  Mr  Brian  Fisher,  a 
businessman,  at  Southwark  Crown 
Court  in  April  of  insider  dealing  chains.

He 
can  protect  himself  from  prosecution  by 
the  simple  expedient  of  not  dealing  in  foe 
relevant  securities." 

However,  the  Court  of  Appeal’s  ruling 
does  not  mean  that  the  backlog  of  insider 
dealing  cases  ready  to  be  brought  to  court 
can  proceed.  This  is  because,  following  a 
request  from  Mr  Fisher's  solicitors,  foe 
Court  of  Appeal  has  referred  foe  point  to 
the  House  of  Lords  for  a final  ruling. 

But  regardless  of  what  foe  House  of 
Lords  rules,  Mr  Fisher’s  acquittal  stands.

His  rumoured  “white  knight",  Kraft, 
is  on  the  wrong  end  of  an  Si  1.5  billion 
takeover  bid  from  Philip  Morris,  and 
unless  the  two  victims  can  concoct  a 
deal  together,  they  are  both  likely  to  be 
rendered  down  to  provide  fat  for  their 
would-be  acquirers.

Apple  co-founder  unveils  the  Next  computer  generation 

Jobs  comes  back  from  the  dead

It  was  the  comeback  of  ibe  decade. 
Before  a hushed  audience  of  3,000 
teachers  and  computer  experts.  Mr  Steve 
Jobs,  the  entrepreneur  who  developed 
“the  Apple, “ presented  his  newest 
brainchild,  (he  Next  Inc. 

No  opening  could  have  been  more 
carefully  orchestrated.  Standing  alone,  in 
the  centre  of  the  stage  of  San  Francisco's 
Davies  Symphony  Hall.  Mr  Jobs  and  his 
magnesium-encased  computer  were  the 
only  illuminated  figures  in  a sea  of 
darkness. 

For  two  hours,  Mr  Jobs  put  his  state- 
of-the-art,  multi-media  power  centre 
through  its  paces. 

The  Next  computer  has  a built-in 
sound  system  which  plays  music  with  the 
quality  of  a compact  disc.  It  can  record 
voice  messages  and  transmit  them  via 
electronic  mail.  It  features  eraseable 
optical  discs  loaded  with  enough 
information  to  fill  hundreds  of  books. 
The  finale  of  Mr  Jobs's  dramatic 
performance  was  a duet  between  the 
computer  and  a violinist  from  the  San 
Francisco  Swnphony  Orchestra.  At  the 


conclusion,  Mr  Jobs  was  given  a 
standing  ovation,  a sweet  moment  for  a 
man  who  only  three  years  before  was  out 
of  work  and  considered  washed-up. 

In  1985,  in  a highly-publicized  expul- 
sion. Mr  Jobs  was  ousted  as  chairman  of 
Apple  Computer  Inc,  the  California 
company  be  co-founded  in  1976  when  he 
was  only  21.

vative — a computer  language  system 
known  as  Lisp  which  researchers  use  in 
artificial  intelHgeoce  programming. 

Even  before  the  first  machine  is 
shipped  in  ibe  US  next  month,  Next  has 
attempted  to  widen  its  market  through 
an  arrangement  with  International  Busi- 
ness Machines.  The  Next  technology  will 
be  available  for  use  on  nearly  all  IBM's 
computers. 

Despite  the  smooth  launch.  Next  has 
encountered  critics  and  potential  prob- 
lems. The  critics  note  that  widespread 
shipments  will  not  begin  until  the  second- 
quarter  of  1989,  which  will  allow 
competitors  who  are  also  selling  to  tire 
university  market  to  catch  up.

The  Yorkshire  heyday 


Only  ahand&l  of  people" 
at  present  - commute 
south  from  York.  That 
is  not  interesting'  'in', 
itself  But  it  is  interesting  is  that 
anybody  at  sQ  should  commote  1 
more  than  290  miles  to  London. 
York  is  the  latest  area  to  benefit 
from  the  boom  as  the  ripple  effect 
of  property  demand  has  spread . 
up-country.  Although  it  is  likely  to  '• 
be  affected  by  the  Ieveffing-off  In . 
other  pads  of  the  country, -York 
and  North  Yorkshire  have  seen 
spectacular  increases  this  year  and 
continue  in  high  demand. 

York  is  now  less  than  two  boms 
from  London  bytbefostest  trains, 
and  the  annual  British  Hail  season 
ticket  co$ts.£3,680L  The  prospect 
of  a fhUy.elecnified  fine  1991' 
brings  tbe  expected  times  (town  to  . 
an  hour  and  three-quarters. 

But  it  is  dearfy  not  just  the 
commuter  who  has  earned  the 
prices  of  property  in  this  part  of 
England  to  increase  by  at  least  30 
per  cent.in  the  year. 

GA  Property  Services,  with 
more  than  560  offices,  has  seen  its 
North  Yorkshire  network  grow 
from  16  in  January  to  SS,  and  las  ■ 
also  recently  shown  its  confidence 
by  opening  a spedal  land  and  new 
homes  division  in  York,  the  first 
of  its  kind  in  the  North. 

GA  sees  several  reasons  for  the 
rise  and  rise  of  the  area.  Consid- 
erable prosperity  has  come  to 
York  through  tourism  — about 
three  million'  visitors  a year 
delight  in  its  medieval  gateways 
and  cobbled  streets,  the  Minster, 
the  Viking  Centre  and  the  railway

museum.  Television,  too,  has 
publicized  the  countryside  — die

the  south. 

In  addition  to  the  countryside 
and  the  quality  of  life,  GA  says 
improved  roadways  bring  com- 
muting within  range  for  Leeds, 
which  is  now  probably  the 
commercial  capital  of  the  North. 
Tbe  growth  of  York  as  an  admin- 
istrative centre,  with  many  com- 
panies relocating  to  the  ana,  has 
seen  an  influx  of  middle  mid 
senior  manfrgpinwntj  all  requiring 
accommodation,  and  Southern 
purchasers  have  been  able  and 
■ wining  to  pay  increased  prices. 

They  have  also  seen,  that  South- 
erners are  buying  properties  in 
York  as  investment,  in  mm  . 
pushing  up  the  prices.  The  in- 
crease in  rail  fores  planned  by 
British  Rail  is  not  expected  to 


Hifinmep  the  local  market,  and 
may  ratter  act  as  a catalyst  for 
more  companies  to  relocate  north- 
wards as  recruitment  becomes  a 
growing  problem  because  of  the 
increased  salaries  needed  to  at- 
tract nonlocal  expertise. 

Bom  their  offices  they  have 
, charted  tbe  price  increase  in  and 
around  York.  A two-bedroom 
terrace  bouse  would  have  sold  for 
£20,000 a year  aga  Now  it  goes  for 
£40^000.  A three-bedroom  semi- 
detached house,  which  would 
have  been  expected  10  fetch 
£40,000  a year  ago.  now  sells  at 
more  than  £6Q£0Q,  while  de- 
tached four-bedroom  houses  have 
risen  from  £75,000  to  £100,000 
and  move. 

Further  away,  the  more  interest- 
ing houses  have  achieved  even 
livelier  results.  A small  detached 
period  cottage  in  the  village  of 
Coverdale,  near  Leyburn,  was 
valued  at  £45,000  in  Septonber 
last  year.  It  was  auctioned  recently 


by  Tennants,  a member  of  GA 
Property  Services,  with  the  hope 
that  it  would  reach  £70,000.  The 
hammer  fell  at  £108,000. 

In  York  one  of  GA’s  properties 
is  a one-bed  room  apartment  in 
Wimpey's  impressive  riverside 
development  at  Bishops  Wharf.

Beaverton.  Oregon  (AP)  — 
The  Athletes  Advisory  Coun- 
cil of  the  United  States  Olym- 
pic Committee  (USOC).  has 
unanimously  approved  a 
resolution  to  drug  test  athletes 
on  short  notice  at  any  time 
during  the  training  season. 

Henry  Marsh,  the  slceplo 
chaser  who  retired  after  the 
Olympic  Games  and  the  coun- 
cil chairman,  put  forward  the 
idea  at  a dosed  meeting  on 
Saturday  and  it  will  be 
forwarded  to  the  USOC 
administrative  committee  at  a 
November  meeting. 

“The  only  solution  to  the 
abuse  of  drugs  is  to  go  to  short- 
notice  testing  where  users  will 
not  have  sufficient  time  to  get 
drugs  out  of  their  system." 
Marsh  said.  “We  determined 
that  the  US  should  take  the 
lead  on  this  with  US  athletes 
and  that  we  should  urge  the 
international  community  to 
follow  our  lead." 

The  council  also  called  for 
the  immediate  suspension  of 
the  13  Americans  who  com- 
peted in  a South  African  track 
and  field  meeting  at  the 
weekend. 

“If  the  charges  are  true,  the 
council  condemns  their  ac- 
tions and  calls  for  an  immedi- 
ate suspension  from  both 
domestic  and  international 
competition."  the  resolution 
said.

Marsh  said  Robert

The  call  for  drug  testing  by 
the  council,  made  up  of  cur- 
rent and  former  US  Olympic 
athletes,  comes  after  Ben 
Johnson  was  stripped  of  his 
gold  midaJ  and  world  record  , 
performance  in  the  1 00  metres 
in  Seoul  because  anabolic 
steroids  were  detected  in  his 
system.

Swimmer  is  banned 


Si  Louis  (Reuter)  — Angel 
Myers,  who  was  dropped  from 
the  United  States  Olympic 
swimming  team  after  testing 
positive  for  steroid  use.  has  been 
stripped  of  her  American 
records  and  banned  from  com- 
petition for  16  months. 

The  United  Slates  swimming 
review  board  suspended  her 
from  domestic  and  inter- 
national competition  retro- 
active from  August  8 until 
January.  1990.  Myers  was  also 
stripped  of  her  American 
records  and  ordered  to  return 
the  medals  she  won  at  the 


Olympic  trials  in  August.  The 
board  also  ordered  her  to 
undergo  at  (east  three  random 
drug  tests  a year  until  1993. 

Myers  broke  the  United 
States  records  in  the  50-metre 
and  100- me  Ire  freestyle  events  ; 
at  the  trials  but  was  dropped 
from  the  team  after  urine  sam- 
ples showed  the  presence  of 
anabolic  steroids. 


Myers,  aged  21,  appealed,, 
contending  that  the  test  mistook 
birth  control  pills  for  steroids. 
The  appeal  was  denied  in 
September.

Meaning  of  ‘obtaining’  inside  information  Set-off  relevant  in  interim 


Attorney  General's  Reference 
(No  1 of  1988) 

Before  Lord  Lane.  Lord  Chief 
Justice,  Mr  Justice  Leonard  and 
Mr  Justice  Tucker 
[Judgment  October  18] 
Parliament  had  intended  by  the 
provisions  of  (he  Company 
Securities  (Insider  Dealing)  Act 
1985  to  penalise  (he  recipient  of 
inside  information  who  dealt  in 
the  relevant  securities,  whether 
he  procured  the  information 
from  (he  primary  insider  by 
purpose  and  effort  or  came  by  it 
without  any  positive  action  on 
his  pan. 

The  Court  of  Appeal  (Crim- 
inal Division)  so  held  in  a 
reserved  judgment  on  a ref- 
erence to  (he  court  by  the 
Attorney  General  under  section 
36  or  the  Criminal  Justice  Act 
1972  for  the  consideration  of  the 
following  questions: 

(a)  Whether  or  not  the  word 
'■obtained'' in  section  1(3)  of  the 
1985  Act  had  the  restricted 
meaning  of  “acquired  by  pur- 
pose and  effort"  or  whether  it 
had  a wider  meaning. 

(b)  Whether  or  not  any  individ- 
ual Mho  had.  from  another, 
information  within  the  scope  of 
the  Act  and  was  otherwise

Miss  M,  on  hearing  of  the 
agreed  take-over  and  with  the 
chairman's  blessing,  informed 
the  respondent  of  the  agreement 
and  that  an  announcement 
would  be  made  shortly.  She  told 
the  respondent  that  the  informa- 
tion she  was  imparting  to  him 
was  sensitive  and  highly 
confidential  and  that  as  a result 
of  what  she  was  saying  to  him  he 
would  be  an  “insider". 

Ten  minutes  later  the  respon- 
dent telephoned  his  stockbroker 
and  placed  an  order  for  10.000 
shares  in  Company  A.  in  the 
event  he  actually  purchased  two 
blocks  of  shares.  5,000  shares  at 
one  price  and  1,000  shares  at 
another  price. 

The  next  day  a public 
announcement  of  the  take-over 
was  made.  The  share  price  rose 
quickly  and  five  weeks  later  the 
respondent  sold  his  two  blocks 
of  shares  at  a handsome  profit. 

The  prosecution  conceded  at 
the  trial  that  the  respondent  had 
taken  no  step  directly  or  in- 
directly to  secure,  procure  or 
acquire  the  information  given  to 
him  by  Miss  M.  Whether  that 
concession  was  wisely  made  was 
not  the  task  of  their  Lordships  to 
inquire. 

The  wording  of  -the  indict- 
ment against  the  respondent 
followed  the  wording  or  the 
material  sections  of  the  Act 
which  provided  by  section  i: 

“(3)  The  next  subsection  ap- 
plies where  — (a)  an  individual 
has  information  which  he  know- 
ingly obtained  (directly  or  in- 
directly! from  another 
individual  who  — (i)  is  con- 
nected with  a particular  com- 
pany, or  was  at  any  time  in  the 
six  months  preceding  the 
obtaining  of  the  information  so 
connected,  and  (ii)  the  former 
individual  knows  or  has  reason- 
able cause  to  believe  held  the 
information  by  virtue  of  being 
so  connected,  and  (b)  the  former 
individual  knows  or  has  reason- 
able cause  to  believe  that, 
because  of  the  latter's  connec- 
tion and  position,  it  would  be 
reasonable  to  expect  him  not  to 
disclose  the  information  except 
for  the  proper  performance  of 
the  functions  attaching  to  that 
position. 

“(4)  Subject  to  subsection  3. 
the  former  individual  in  that 
case  — (a)  shall  not  himself  deal 
on  a recognised  stock  exchange 
in  securities  of  that  company  if 
he  knows  that  the  information  is 
unpublished  price  sensitive 
information  in  relation  to  (hose 
securities  . . 

Counsel  for  the  respondent  at 
the  ctose  of  the  prosecution  case 
submitted  that  there  was  no 
evidence  that  the  respondent 
“obtained"  information  from 
the  connected  individual:  that 
he  merely  received  il:  that  the 
prohibition  contained  in  section 
||4>  of  the  Act  did  not.  there- 
fore. operate  against  the  respon- 
dent since  the  proper 
construction  of  the  word  “ob- 
tained" in  section  !(3)connoted 
active  conduct  on  the  pan  of  the 
respondent 

The  trial  judge  upheld  the 
respondent's  submissions  and 
in  the  light  of  the  concession 


made  by  the  prosecution  had  no 
option  but  to  direct  the  respon- 
dent's acquittal. 

From  dictionary  definitions 
the  word  “obtain"  was  capable 
of  supporting  the  contentions  of 
either  party:  that  of  ihc  Attorney 
General,  who  argued  that  it 
meant  to  “acquire  in  any  way", 
and  that  of  the  respondent  that 
it  meant  to  "procure  as  the 
result  of  purpose  or  effort". 

The  Attorney  General 
submitted  that,  looking  at  the 
Act  as  a whole,  as  one  was 
entitled  lo  do  in  construing  the 
relevant  word,  one  should  con- 
clude that  the  vice  aimed  at  was 
the  exploitation  of  an  unfairly 
privileged  advantage  gained 
from  a particular  source. 

The  court  was  invited  to  look 
at  a White  Paper.  Conduct  of 
Company  Directors  (Cmnd 
7037  of  1977)  which  preceded 
the  Act  and  dealt  with  the 
subject  of  insider  dealing,  which 
was  not  then  subjccL  to  legal 
sanctions,  although  ii  was  caus- 
ing serious  concern  — not  only 
in  business  circles. 

The  court’s  attention  was 
drawn  to  various  expressions 
used  but  what  was  much  mon- 
significant  was  the  obvious  and 
understandable  concern  which 
the  paper  showed  about  the 
damage  to  public  confidence 
which  insider  dealing  was  likely 
to  cause  and  the  clear  intention 
to  prevent  so  far  as  possible 
what  amounted  to  cheating 
when  those  with  inside  know- 
ledge used  that  knowledge  to 
make  a profit  in  their  dealings 
with  others. 

In  their  Lordships*  judgment.  - 
if  one  construed  the  key  word 
’’obtained"  in  the  light  of  the 
purpose  behind  the  .Act  the 
conclusion  had  lo  be  that  it 
meant  no  more  than  “received”. 

Counsel  for  the  respondent 
had  submitted  that  that  broad 
construction  of  the  word  pro- 
vided inadequate  protection  for 
the  involuntary  recipient  of 
information  but  the  court  dis- 
agreed. There  was  no  crime  in 
receiving  the  information  and 
the  involuntary  recipient  could 
protect  himself  by  the  simple 
expedient  of  not  dealing  in  the 
relevant  securities. 

More  cogent  was  the  sub- 
mission that  the  word  “obtain" 
had  already  been  the  subject  of 
interpretation  by  the  Court  of 
Appeal,  that  interpretation  had 
adopted  the  narrower  meaning, 
and  that  was  the  meaning  which 
the  word  must  have  been  in- 
tended lo  bear  in  the  Act. 

However,  the  situation  here 
was  quite  different  from  the 
existing  authorities.  The  crucial 
dement  was  the  dealing,  and  the 
obtaining  on  its  own  was  of  no 
import.  The  court  did  not 
consider  it  necessary  or  proper 
to  adopt  the  meaning  ascribed 
to  the  word  by  Lord  Justice 
James  m R v Hayai  ((1976.)  63 
Cr.AppR  181). 

Finally,  is  had  been  submitted 
that  this  being  a penal  enact- 
ment an>  ambiguity  should  be 
resolved  in  favour  of  the  de- 
fence. That  principle  of 
construction  was  of  limited 
application. 

As  stated  in  Halsbury's  Laws 
of  England  (4th  edition,  volume 


44.  paragraph  910)  it  “means  no 
more  than  that  if,  after  the 
ordinary  rules  of  construction 
have  first  been  applied,  as  they 
must  be.  there  remains  any 
doubt  or  ambiguity,  (he  person 
against  whom  the  penalty  is 
sought  to  be  enforced  is  entitled 
to  the  benefit  of  the  doubt”. 


As  Lord  Reid  had  said  in  DPP 
v OncwcU  (l 1970]  AC  642,  649): 
“!  would  never  seek  to  diminish 
in  any  way  the.  importance  of 
that  principle  within  its  proper 
sphere.  But  it  only  applies  where 
after  full  inquiry  and  consid- 
eration one  is  left  in  real  doubt. 

“It  is  not  enough  that  the 
provision  is  ambiguous  in  the 
sense  that  it  is  capable  of  having 
two  meanings.  The  imprecision 
□f  the  English  language  (and.  so 
far  as  I aware,  of  any  other 
language)  is  such  that  it  is 
extremely  difficult  to  draft  any 
provision  which  is  not  ambigu- 
ous in  that  sense. 

“This  section  is  clearly 
ambiguous  in  that  sense:  the 
Court  of  Appeal  (Criminal  Di- 
vision) attach  one  meaning  to  it. 
and  your  Lordshios  arc  attach- 
ing a different  meaning  to  it.  But 
if.  after  full  consideration,  your 
Lordships  are  satisfied,  as  I am, 
that  the  latter  is  the  meaning 
which  Pari i ament  must  have 
intended  the  words  to  convey-, 
then  this  principle  does  not 
prevent  us  from  giving  effect  to 
our  conclusions." 

Their  Lordships  had  not 
found  the  decision  easy  but  they 
had  reached  the  conclusion  that 
Parliament  had  intended  to 
penalise  the  recipient  of  inside 
information  who  dealt  in  the 
relevant  securities,  whether  he 
procured  the  information  from 
the  primary  insider  by  purpose 
and  effort  or  came  by  it  without 
any  positive  action  on  his  part. 

That  conclusion  had  the 
advantage  of  avoiding  the  fine 
distinctions  which  would  other- 
wise have  to  be  drawn  between 
what  was  and  what  was  not  a 
sufficient  purpose  or  effort  to 
satisfy  the  narrow  meaning  of 
"obtain". 


Shantung  International  Ltd  v 
George  Wimpey  International 
Ltd 

Before  Lord  Justice  Nourse  and 
Lord  Justice  GJidewell 
[Judgment  September  8] 

On  an  application  for  an  interim 
payment  under  Order  29,  rule 
12(c)  of  the  Rules  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  the  court  had 
first  to  satisfy  itself  that  the 
plaintiff  would  succeed  at  trial 
in  obtaining  judgment  for  a 
substantial  sum  and  only  then 
proceed  to  decide  whether  as  a 
matter  of  discretion  an  interim 
payment  should  be  ordered. 

At  each  of  those  two  stages  the 
court  must  take  into  account 
any  set-off  or  counter-claim 
claimed  by  the  defendants 

The  Court  of  Appeal  so  held 
allowing  an  appeal  by  the  defen- 
dant. George  Wimpey  Inter- 
national Ltd.  from  the  decision 
of  Judge  Lewis  Hawser.  QC, 
who  sitting  on  official  referee's 
business,  on  October  20.  1987 
had  ordered  the  defendant  to 
make  an  interim  payment  of 
£350.000  to  the  plaintiff, 
Shanning  International  Ltd.

Of  the  claim  for  £969,000  the 
defendant  admitted  that  it  was 
liable  to  pay  £904,000  -but 
subject  to  a counter-claim,  the 
amount  of  which  it  sought  to 
set-off  so  as  to  extinguish  the 
£904,000. 


required  him-  to  consider

Was  the  judge  right  so  to 
interpret  rule  12(c)?  His  Lord- 
ship  agreed  with  the  j udge  that  it 
was  correct  for  him  to  consider 
the  matter  arising  on  the 
application  for  an  interim  pay- 
ment in  two  stages. 


Order  29,  rule  12  provides: 
"If.  on  the  hearing  of  an 
application  under  rule  10,  the 
court  is  satisfied  . . . (c)  that,  if 
the  action  proceeded  to  trial;  the 
plaintiff  would  obtain  judgment 
against  the  defendant  for  a 
substantial  sum  of  money  apart 
from  any  damages  or  cost,  the 
court  may.  jf  it  thinks  fit,  . 
order  the  defendant  to  make  an 
interim  payment  of  such 
amount  as  it  thinks  just,  after 
taking  into  account  any  set-off, 
cross-claim  or  counter-claim  on 
which  the  defendant  might  be 
entitled  to  rely."

Those  would  have  been 
distinctions  so  fine  as  lo  be 
almost  imperceptible,  and 
would  have  done  nothing  to 
enhance  the  reputation  of  the 
business  world  for  honesty  or  of 
the  criminal  law  for  clarity. 

The  answers  to  the  two  ques- 
tions posed  were  therefore  as 
follows: 


LORD  JUSTICE  GLIDE-

It  was  common  ground  that  if 
a defendant  had  a daim  against 
a plaintiff  arising  out  of  the 
same  contract  or  transaction, 
that  might  give  rise  not  merely 
to  a counter-claim  but  to  a set- 
off which,  if  it  was  proved  equal 
to  or  exceeded  the  plaintiffs 
justified  claim,  wholly 
extinguished  that  claim  and 
entitled  the  defendant  to  judg- 
ment not  merely  on  the  counter- 
claim but  oil  the  claim  itself 

The  judge  said  "the  correct 
approach  should  be  for  the  court 
toask  itself  first:  has  the  plaintiff 
a prima  facie  right  to.  obtain,  a 
judgment  for  a1  substantial  sura 
of  money  — Liability  for.  the 
£904,000  has  been  admitted.  My 
answer  to  the  first  question  is, 
therefore,  *Yes*. 

“Second,  the  court  must  ask 
itselE  to  what  extent  is  it  right 
for  this  to  be  modified  by  any 
set-offs,  cross-claims  or  counter- 
claims?. ...  I think  that  in  the 
exercise  of  the  court’s  discretion 
one  should  look  at  the  picture  as 
a whole. .-. . and  one  should 
reach  a broad  conclusion  . . 

Il  was  dear  that  when  the 
judge  answered  the  first  ques- 
tion "Yes”,  having  referred  to 
the  plaintiffs  prima  fade  right 
to  obtain  judgment  for  a 
substantial  sum  of  money,  he 
was  of  the  view  dial  rule  12(c) 


The  first  stage  was  to  answer 
the  question,  was  he  satisfied 
that,  if  the  action  to  triaL  the 
plaintiff  would  obtain  judgment 
for  a substantial  sum?  If  the 
action  did  proceed  to  trial,  the 
court  would  have  to  rule  on  the 
defendant’s  conter-daim  and 
set-off.  If  the  . amount  set  off 
exceeded  the  amount  found  to 
be  due  to  the  plaintiff  there 
would  be  no  judgment  for  the 
plain  tiff. 


In . his  Lordship's  judgment, 
on  the  wording  of  rule  12(c)  it 
was  inescapable  that,  at  stage  1, 
the  likdihood  of  a set-off  or  any 
other  defence  succeeding  had  to 
be  considered  by  die  court.  If 
but  only  if,  the  court  was 
satisfied  at  stage  1,  then  it 
proceeded  to  consider  at  stage  2 
whether,  in  its  discretion,  it 
should  order  an  interim  pay- 
ment and,  if  so.  of what  amount. 

At  that,  stage  the  rules  again 
required,  the  court  to  lake  any 
set-off  daimed  by  the  defendant 
into  account  or  any  counter- 
claim arising  out  of  some  other 
transaction  and  not  available  as 
a defence: 

The  judge  was  .wrong  not  to 
take  the  defendant's  set-off  into 
account  in  deciding  whether  he 
was  satisfied  that  the  plaintiff 
would  obtain' judgment  for  a 
stiblanlial  sum. 

Lord  Justice- Nourse  agreed.

The  ordinary  members  of  the 
Football  League  have  exacted 
full  retribution  for  their  sus- 
picions that  the  big  five  first 
division  clubs  had  attempted 
to  feather  their  own  nests  in 
the  summer. 

At  yesterday's  extraordi- 
nary general  meeting  at  Villa 
Park,  they  voted  to  remove 
the  League  president,  Philip 
Carter,  and  David  Dein,  ol 
Arsenal,  from  the  League 
management  committee,  the 
first  lime  in  the  League's 
hundred-year  history  that  the 
president  has  been  dismissed. 

Carter  and  Dein  have  been 
accused  of  failing  to  fulfil  their 
duty  as  management  com- 
mittee members  to  represent 
all  clubs,  by  taking  part  in 
separate  negotiations  with 
IT  V on  behalf  of  the  big  five — 
Liverpool,  Everton,  Man- 
chester United,  Arsenal  and 
Tottenham. 

Their  protests  that  they  had 
always  intended  to  take  the 
deal  to  the  management  com- 
mittee and  that  it  was  due  to 
their  efforts  that  the  League 
had  achieved  a £44  million 
contract  with  ITV  made  little 
impression  with  the  mass  of 
clubs.

The  vote  against  Carter 
tallies  exactly  with  the  di-

Admitting  to  being  very 
disappointed,  Dein  said:  “li  is 
a sad  day  for  football,  which  is 
long  on  TV  money  but  short 
on  gratitude.  I have  helped  put 
£44  million  into  the  game  and 
didn't  get  any  thanks.” 

The  clubs  clearly  decided 
that  some  things  in  football 
still  matter  more  than  tele- 
vision money.  As  one  member 
of  the  management  committee 
said:  “It  is  a sad  day  for 
football  but  it  would  have 
been  an  even  sadder  one  if  we 
had  not  done  this  and  just 
glossed  things  over.” 

The  first  division  clubs  will 
now  have  10  days  to  nominate 
candidates  for  the  vacant 
management  committee 
places.  The  election  of  a- 
president  to  replace  Carter 
will  have  to  wait  until  those 
places  have  been  filled. 


Democracy  won,  but  football 
lost.  The  sacking  of  Carter  and 
■ Dein  is  a demonstration  of  the 
fundamental  English  belief 
that  those  elected  to  office 
should  honour  their  responsi- 
bilities ahead  of  any  possible 
self-interest.  Yet  the  divisions 
and  conflicting  priorities 
within  the  Football  League, 
never  more  apparent  than 
they  were  yesterday,  make  it 
clear  that  the  world’s  oldest 
League  is  now  the  most 

ungovernable. 

Everyone  departed  from  the 
chairmen's  meeting  in  a som- 
bre mood,  knowing  that  an 
essentia]  principle,  of  the  need 
for  straight  dealings,  had  been 
upheld,  but  that  most  of  those 
who  had  voted  against  Carter 
and  Dein  did  so  in  the 
knowledge  that  the  schism 
would  not  be  worse. 

Most  are  agreed  that  the  big 
five  clubs  wbo  were  at  the 
.forefront  of  an  apparent' 
breakaway  move  will  now  be 
hardened  in  their  attitude:  in  a 
feeling  of  frustration  at  being 
controlled  by  the  now  domi- 
nant second  division  block  of 
votes  which  carried  the 
motion.

Deprived  of  the  creative 
talents  of  Rangers'  Durrani, 
and  Gillespie  of  Liverpool, 
both  victims  of  nasty  tackles 
over  the  ball  in  dub  games, 
Roxburgh  has  already  been 
forced  to  recast  his  plans  for 
this  match  so  dramatically 
that  a Scottish  victory  might 
be  seen  as  a masterpiece  of 
improvisation. 


Roxburgh  said:  “There's  no 
point  in  minimizing  the  im- 
pact of  the  loss  of  Durrani  and 
Gillespie,  which  has  been 
extremely  serious  for  us.  Apart 
from  Jim  Leighton,  we  have 
two  other  players  who  must  be 
considered  extremely  doubt- 
ful in  David  Narey  and  Gor- 
don Strachan.  so  it’s  going  to 
be  a last  minute  selection  from 
"our  point  of  view. 

“AH  I will  say  is  that  the 
spirit  in  the  group  is  very  good 
and  wewilladapi  as  we  always 
do.  no  matter  who  the  absen- 
tees arc.  You  can  gauge  the 
spirit  of  our  players  by  the  fact 
that  Ian  Durrani  came  to  visit 
the  squad  on  crutches  last 
night  and  it  had  a good  effect 
all-  round  because  the  boys 
made  a big  fuss  of  him.”
